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ABOUT PLEVNA. 
THE CAPTURE OF TELIS AND 5,000 PRISONERS. 
Dispatch to London Times, 
HEADQUARTER*, ARMY oF Burana, Nov. 
7.—Yesterday Telis surrendered after a cannon- 
ade of two hours. Between 4,000 and 5,000 
prisoners were taken, making a loss of 10,000 
men for the Turks on the Sofia road during the 
past five days. The Russian loss yesterday at 
Telis was ounlv sixteen killed and wounded, 
whereas they lost over LO at the same place 
five days ago. The easy surrender of this force 
is somewhat suggestive of a state of demoraii- 
Zat‘on among part at least of the Turkish 
forces. Osman Pasha is believed to have 
50,590 good troops in Plevna, and there 
are 35,000 men of all sorts at Orchanie. 
The Pasha captured at Gorni Dubnik declares 
there are four months’ suppiics in Plevna, but 
no one here believes this statement. Theartual 
condition of affairs in Osman Pasha’s camp may 
be gathered irom the following items of intelli- 
gence; The coavoys hitherto received from the 
Sofia road have each contained two weeks’ pro- 
visions for the whole garrison. A fortnight ago 
they received a convoy, and the desertions sud- 
denly ceased. They nad previously been occur- 
ring at the rate of about i00 per day. At the 
expiration of about ten days alter the arrival 
of the above-mentioned convoy, the desertione 
recommenced again, evidence that the supply 
of food had become scarce. Just before the 
capture of Gorni Dubnik another convoy got 
into Plevna, and again the deserters ceased 
presenting themselves at the Russian outposts ; 
60 that, reasoning from analogy, the garrison of 
Plevna has now about ten days’ provisions on 
hand, at the end of which time it must either 
surrender or make a dash to get out. Should 
Usman Pasha make a sortie he would probably 
cudcavor to reach the Sofia road by making a 
detour of the Russian positions. There is an im- 
passable ravine with perpendicular walls of rock 
en both sides leading from Iutchenitza to 
Vieyna itscif, hence the southeast quarter of 
the circle around Vievna is impervious to a 
sally of the garrison. Osman would probably, 
therefore, attempt a passage through the south- 
west quarter of tbe circle, and cadeavor to 
rain the Sofia road south of Telis. Gorni 
ubnik still remains in Turkish hands, and 
this is the only ‘point of the circle not yet in 
possession of the aliied forces. Gourko has an 
enormous force of cavalry west of Vid, and they 
prove a heavy obstacle to Osman’s re- 
treat, apart from the strong force of infantry 
Sedan this line of retreat upon Sofia or 
rehanic. 
From the above it will be seen that the crisis 
isapproaching, and according to all present a 
‘es it is probable that the fate of Osm 
Pasha’s army will be decided within the next 
month. The citadel of Plevna is on a 
rocky height northwest of the town, 
rising 7 Teet above the valley, and crowned 
with four strong earthworks. Yesterday 
the Turks fired acain with artillery, which gen- 
erally remains silent ander the Russian bom- 
bardment. It certainly speaks volumes for the 
tefacity of the Moslem soldier that he has held 
the trenches around Pievna for fifty-two days 
with shells liable to burst around him at every 
moment, and without scarcely answering wit 
bisown guns. There is no more diflicult thing 
for a to emlure than sitting still and be- 
ing fired at withont replying, and the Turks 
E „* stood this test most admirably.

Such a kind of war is the result of modern im- 
provements in everything, arms, transportation, 
electricity, etc. But in the present circum- 
stances it is quite to the benefit cf the Turks. 
Iuvaded, they have only to defend their country 
to be victorious. Invaders, the Russians have 
to conquer it. Thus it is for the lattcr to storm 
positions, for the former tc remam oehind 
them. And it is easy to see that each time one 
or the other remains on the defensive he is vio- 
torious, but as soon as he takes the offensive 
ne is beaten. So it is with Osman Pasha—al- 
wavs Victorious behind bis intrenchments; and 
with Mukhtar Pasha and Suleimlan—beaten, 
when from the delenstve they tried to pass to 
the offensive. 
Mehemet Ali Pasha understood very wel) that 
his natural tactics consisted in forcing the Rus- 
sians to attack ne? fortified positions, or to 
cook in their juice. e told me of an attack 
alabavonette be compelled the Russiaus to 
make against one oi his positions, where their 
corpses were piled up by thousands, Such, he 
suid, is the way we bave todo, and no other. 
And he was right. 
For having despised so sound a policy Mukh- 
tar Pasha, who had been victorious throughout 
the campaign, and had only to let winter con- 
clude in his favor, lost ail the bencfits of the 
campaign through his rashness. Fortunately, 
by following the opposite tactics, Osman Pasha 
has won victory upon victory. 
Mehemet Ali continued: Nevertheless, if 
Sulciman Pasha, obeying my orders, had come 
to my — — then having my left wing and 
my rear well supported, I could have defeated 
completely the Russians before{Plevna. lustead 
ef wintering with me he preferred to break his 
head against a rock.“ 
I have already given to you the opinion of 
Suleiman on that subject. 
Mehemet concluded by saying: I was not 
the stronger at the palace, and was recalied.” 
My conclusion is: The direction of the mili- 
tary operations is at Constantinople, at the 
palace, not at the headquarters, Each Gen- 
is jealous of his fellow-Cienerals. 
Being independent of each other, they 
not only don’t unite their efforts, but 
cross each other’s way through harem infiu- 
ences, thus compensating the Grand Duke's 
evil influences on the other side, There are 
three Generals whose ambition is to be Serdar- 
Ekrem. One, Osman, commands at Plevna. 
The second, Suleiman, commanded at Shula, 
and the third, Mehemet Ali, who commanded 
the Danubian army, was nearest to the supreme 
command. Sacriicing their ambition to their 
country, it appears to me, as far asican see, 
that they united against Mehemet. Well, he is 
now out of the race. What next! What will 
Suleiman do now! No more than his prede- 
cessor. And so in the meantime such instabili- 
ty in the command, others haven't confidence. 
Suleiman is certainly as good a hoice as ther 
could make. But it is a useless chaiige, conse 
quently bad. 
Besides, Mehemet All gave me to understand 
what already | bad heard from the German Em- 
bassy, absolutely hostile to the Turcoman, that 
there was a strong feeling in high quarters 
against foreigners, including renegades. Mehe- 
met Ali is one of them. Thus they have re- 
called Col. Valentine Baker and nis English oifi- 
cers.’ They are parading Pera now, and there is 
not a single foreign otlicer in the Turkish army. 
Turkey. like italy and Russia, did not say, fara 
da sa, but did it. 
The jealousy of the Ottoman Generals is not 
the single misfortune of the Ottoman army. 
There is no staff, no sound administrative or- 
ganizat ion, no roads, no topographical service. 
In a word, there is only a fighting peopie, weu- 
armed, iu the eld. And a more spieadid 
fighting stock it is impossible to realize.

MEDIATION, 
AS A PEACEMAKER BETWEEN 
AND TURKEY. 
Dispvaich to London Times. 

Roux, Nov. 8.—The President of the Council, 
Signor Depretis, and the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Signor Melegari, have lately held fre- 
quent conferences, the object of which ts sup- 
posed to be the co-operation of Italy in the ne- 
gotiations aiming at a suspension, and possibly 
a termination, of the hostilities between Russia 
and Turkey. Nothing would be more becom- 
ing the Italian Government. alter dethroning 
the Pope, tlian to take upon itself that office of 
a European peacemaker which was frequently 
in former times exercised, with good resuits, by 
the Roman Pontiff, especially as Italy, thanksto 
the nature of her position, can fol- 
low A neutral policy which need 
never be abandoned, unless some ill 
advised Power should venture on a crusade on 
behalf of the Pope’s temporal sovereignty, 
notwithstanding the frequent reports rife in 
this country of a pacitic mediation, of which 
Italy, at England’s suggestion, should elaborate 
the programme. 

Most people here think it would be idle to at- 
tempt to step between the belligercnts till the 
fate of Plevna is decided, as the fall of that 
stronghold would necessarily brit the Russians 
to the gate of Adrianople, the extreme limit, in 
the opinion of Italian politicians, beyond which 
united Europe would in no case suffer the Mus- 
covite invasion to proceed. Should the fortune 
of war befriend the Northerners so far south of 
the Balkaus, and should Mukhtar Pasha's 
defeat before Kars be irretrievable, it is 
presumed here that the exhaustion in men and 
money would begin to tell eveu on Ottoman 
obstinacy, and that Russia, satisfied with the 
assertion of her military superiority, and feeling 
at what high cost the victory has been won, 
would propose conditions of peace which might 
tend to an indefinite complication. It would in- 
volve the serious risk ol agencral European 
war, for Russia’s terms, as laid before the Con- 
stantinopie Conference, were acknowledged as 
reasonable by all the representatives of the 
Powers there assembled, and she will insist on 
enforcing them to the end, were even the con- 
sequences to be an international struggle, in 
which she would find at least one powerful ally 
and supporter. 

The notions of many Italians, and I believe of 
their Government, have been greatly modified 
by the sudden change in the position of the 
belligerent, armies. Muscovite victories are 
rapidly curing some men of their exayverated 
Russopbobia, and better feeliugs are also gain- 
ing ground with respect to the claims to inue- 
pendence of the —_ successtul Principality 

of Montenegro. Signor Meicgari has taken the 
trouble to assure Prince Nicholas of al! the sym- 
pathy of the Italian Government, his message 
being determined by the report of the humane 
treatment given by the Montenegrius to their 
Turkish prisoners. We hear nothing more 
about the danger which might threat 
en the Italian coasts and mercantile 
shipping were Monte to have a 
port at Spitza, and the Prince’s banner to 
float on the Adriatic. It begins to be admitted 
that the Montenegrins may become a maritime 
State, without emalating the piratic deeds of

GREECE. 
WAR PREPARATIONS—CONDITION OF THE GREEKS 
IN TURKEY. 
Correspondence London Times. 

Arunxs, Nov. 6.—The Greeks of the King- 
dom continue to prepare for war, notwithstaud- 
ing the Anglo-Turkish protest, yet with a cool 
deliberateness which makes the charges of law- 
less patriotism and consequent breaches of in- 
ternational obligations which the Porte brings 
against them appear absolutely ridiculeus. The 
fact is that, five or six months ago, a state of 
affairs resembling that described in the telegram 
which Musurus Pasha communicated to Lord 
Derby on the 3d of last month did exist. The 
Government then was very weak, and was una- 
ble to prevent some few adventurers from cross- 
ing the frontier. The patriotic societies of 
Athens displayed unusual activity, and the press 
demanded a warlike policy. But at that time the 
Porte was not in a position to talk about strik- 
ing at the root“ of discontent in the Greek 
provinces of Turkey, and the Hellenes were far 
more than ordiWarily caressed by their Asiatic 
masters. Itis only now, when fortune has 
favored the Turkish arms, that the accusations, 
no longer true, are brought torward. In the 
interval the Fusionist Ministry has made full 
use ol its almost absolute power, and has con- 
fined the course of patriotism and military ar- 
dor within so narrow achannel that it can now 
scarcely be discerned. It has even afforded 
some ground for the lamentations and reproach- 
es of those more ardent friends of liberty who, 
ignorant of the whole truth, say that the Greeks 
display a selfish want of sympathy with the 
other Christian races of the Balkan Peninsula. 

Hellas presents a spectacle utterly incompre- 
bensible to those who believe that the root of 
discontent lies at Athens. On the Greek side 
of the imaginary line which separates the Greck 
from the ‘lurkish provinces one sees a people 
enjoying more than ordinary material prosper- 
ity, and a more than ordiuary exemption trom 
crime. Their interest is centred in a small camp 
of 5,000 men, who, under the eye of their King, 
are learning quietly and methodically tne art 
of war in all its most scrupulous details. There 
is no agitation, vo display of fierce passions. 
On the Turkish side a wild soldiery tyrannizes 
over the peasantrv, bands of brngands infest 
the mountains, government is in abeyance, and 
poverty afflicts Christian and Mussulmans alike. 
Terrible are the accounts of suffering which 
reach us from Thessaly; but many of them, it 
is to be boped, are exaggerated, and all must 
be received with caution. 

One is glad toturn from such scenes of wicked- 
ness and misery as are the Turkish provinces ol 
Greece, and to contemplate again the alfairs of 
the Kingdom, although it is there, aceording to 
the accusation supported by our Government, 
that the root of Greek discontent is to be found. 
Were all and a great deal more than the Porte 
alleges with regard to the hostile attitude of 
the subjects of King George true, could any 
man reproach them! But it is not. Their seif- 
restraint.is marvelous. Though Volo and 
Thebes are little further apart than London and 
Dover, it is, as 1 have already said, on the camp 
at Thebes aud not on the vine-yards of Volo 
that their attention is for the present concen- 
trated. 

In order to form a just conception of the 
Greek camp Englishmen must divest their 
minds of the idea that Greeks are either half 
naked, mountain-prowling brigands, with the 
knife ever ready to band, or else plausible, 
quick-witted, unscrupulous traders. Boch these 
types have, to say the least, been thrust very 
much into the back-ground by the freedom of 
fifty years. The 5,000 soldiers collected at 
Thebes are as simpie and peacé-loving peasants 
as could be found in any part of the world. 
During the four days of the present week which 
I speut among them I did not see a single case 
of intoxication, and I am assured that although 
they have now been assembled for a month or 
two, no at of violence has been re— 
ported. They live on the best of terms 
with, the villagers of the place, as these 
testify; and that they compare favorably in 
point of morality with other European troops 
may be gathered from the fact that it is not 
considered necessary to aflord any facility for 
the yratiiieation of their passions. With the 
exception of one battalion, they wear European 
uniforms, carry European arms, live in a camp 


esrdance with rule, and furnished. with field 
ovens, kitchens, and all the other usual appur- 
tenances. The infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
drills and maneuvres which they are learning 
with a factlity for which their race is remarka- 
ble are those now practiced in other countries 
of Europe. The officers are for the most part 
tine soldierly men, displaving the faults and 
the virtues inherent in their class in every age 
and country. 

The King and-Queen are staying at Thebes in 
a inodest house (the ground-floor is occupied by 
shops—a tobaceonist’s and a cobbler’s, if I re- 
member rightly) surrounded by subjects en- 
thusiastically loyal. His Majesty rises each 
day at or before sunrise to inspect his troops at 
their morning drill, and later the Queen is at 
his side. Whether or not it is, as some say, the 
spirit of emulation, fired by the example of 
Prince Charles of Roumania, which has induced 
the King thus to show his personal interest in 
the allairs of his people, it is certain that 
he has done most wisely. He has greatly 
streugthened the position of the Throne at a 
time when disaster may soon produce a revolu- 
tionary spirit in the country, and he has helped 
much to give the military preparations of 
Greece an international as well as national char- 
acter and signilicance. 

The contrast between the parts of Hellas gov- 
erned respectively by a Christian and a Mussul- 
man sovereign is certainly very great, and must 
ever remain so; but although at present every- 
thing inthe Kingdom is going on excellently 
weil, one is reminded sometimes that this may 
not continue.

MEXICO. 
LERDO’S FRIENDS ORGANIZING A RAID IN 
TEXAS. 

New ORA Ns, La., Nov. 22.—Advices from 
Matamoras, Mex., state that during Tuesday 
night and Wednesday morning about fifteen 
prominent citizens, supposed to sympathize 
with Lerdo, were arrested and confined in the 
military prison. This action is understood to 
have been instigated by the discovery of a con- 
spiracy in connection with Escobedo, who, it is 
alleged, is organizing a force in Texas to cross 
into Mexico in the interest of ex-President 
Lerdo. 

Gen. Canales has officially called the attention 
of the United States authorities to the fact of 
the existence in Texas, near the Rio Grande, of 
a camp of armed Mexicans who are evidentiy 
preparing to cross, and asking that the United 
States Government cause the neutrality laws to 
be enforced aga'‘nst those who are undoubtedly 
using the territory of Texas to organize a revo- 
lutionarv movement in Mexico. 

ARRIVAL OF SENOR ZAMACONA AT SEW ORLEANS 
—HE EXPLAINS nis @ission. 
- By Teegraphto New York Heraid. 

New ORLEANS, Nov. 20.—Senor Zamacona, the 
new Mexican Ministertothe United States from 
the Diaz Government in place of Senor Mata, 
arrived here this evening on board the steamer 
Hatien. He is accompanied by the English 
banker, Mr. William Barron. who loaned Presi- 
dent Diaz money to start his Government, and 
who is accredited with extraordinary powers. 
From what was learned from others of the Zam- 
acona party it will appear that President Diaz 
is pore than anxious for recognition, and that 
he is willing to make great concessions to the 
United States to attain that end.

THE KICKAPOO INDIANS WANT TO RETURN. 

By lelegraph to the New York Herald. 

San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 20.—An important 
movement is «ontempiated by the tribe of 
Kickapoo Indians showing that — are dissat- 
isticd with Mexico as a place of residence. lu- 
telligence has just been received from a perfectly 
reliable source to the effect that a large body of 
Kickapoos now Jiying in the State of Chihuahua 
have made, or are making, application to the 
American and Mexican authorities for permis- 
sion to leave Chihuahua and return to their 
reservations on this side of the border. 
This is considered. an important matter, 
because the Kickapoos were for many 
years engaged in active hostilities with 
the United States Government, and took an ex- 
ceedingly active part in the numerous raids that 
have kept the Texan border in turmoil for several 
years past. It is believed that if the applica- 
tion of the Kickapoos is granted much of the 
trouble on the frontier will be removed, for if 
these Indians retire to the reservation they de- 
serted when they went on the warpath, the Gov- 
ernment will be ableto keep them quiet. At 
all events the desire of the Kickapoos to re- 
sume amicable relations with the United States 
authorities is an evidence that the recent pur- 
suit of marauding bands into Mexican territory 
has taught them that cattle-thieving canuot be 
successfully engaged in hereafter. 

THE PRESENT RAIDS. 

Gen. Ord has notified the Mexican authorities 
on the Rio Grande that he has reason to kuow 
that there are now three bands of raiders at 
work on the soil of Texas, and he expects the 
Mexican officers to promptly assist iu arresting 
these cattle and horse thieves as soon as they 
cross over the Rio Grande into Mexican terri- 
tory. As yet the pursuit of these bands-by the 
citizens and military has not reaped any suc- 
cess, as the thieves move ray, and skillfully. 
It is to be hoped that Gen. Ord’s demand will 
be cheerfully granted, for thore seems very lit- 
tle hope that any arrests will be made this side 
of the line.

STRIKE ENDED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 22.—The Oldham ‘strike is end- 
ed, the masters withdrawing the notices of a re- 
duction of wages. 

TUE DETECTIVE FRAUDS. 
New York Tribune, Nov. 21. 

The trial in London, which resulted in the 
conviction yesterday of the four detective po- 
lice inspectors, John Meiklejohn, Nathaniel 
Druscovitch, William Palmer, and George 
Clarke, together with Mr. Edward Froggatt, 
solicitor, has excited general interest in Eugland, 
both on account of the responsible position 
held by the police officers, and the extraordinary 
character of the crimes for which they were 
arraigned. The indictments alleged “ that they, 
well knowing that one Harry Benson and others 
had feloniously forged and uttered a certain 
warrant for £10,000, payable to Jacob Francis 
or order, and of which forgery the said Harry 
Benson and others have been since con- 
victed, did feloniously receive, harbor, main- 
tain, and assist them.’’ Another count charged 
them with “conspiring to prevent the lawful 
apprehension of Harry Benson and others,”’ 
and yet another with having ‘forged and ut- 
tered. a certain warrant, drawn by Vallot de 
Vitry le Francois, to the order of Charles Jack- 
son, with mtent to defraud.” The presiding 
Judge was Baron Pollock. The defendants 
having declined to plead, a formal entry of 
“not guilty” was made. The case for the 
Crown was opened by the Attorney-General, 
whose address fills six columns in London jour- 
nals. 

The charge against the prisoners was that a 
gang of swindlers had carried on a betting 
fraud, and that the defendants had conspired 
with them to prevent their being brought to 
justice. One ot the gang in question was Will- 
iam Kurr, aman of greatabiity and energy. 
Taking to the turf in 1873, he established, with 
some confederates, a betting agency under the 
name of Philip Gardner & Co. The public 
were credulous, and large sums of 
money were intrusted to Kurr and 
his confederates, who instead of betting with 
them, put the money into their pockets. As 
this could not last long in any one place, when 
it became necessary the swirdlérs closed their 
office and opened another in another place. To 
the conspirators in the tirst iraud—that of Gard- 
ner & Co.—Meiklejohn rendered great assist- 
ance, and for his services received £100. He fur- 
nished them with information, and- when war- 
rants were issued against them he prevented them 
irom being arrested. About this time Kurr be- 
came acquainted with Benson, a well-educated 
mab of very respectable family. and a man of 
great ingenuity. In 1872 Benson perpetrated a 
iraud upon,the Lord Mayor, for which he was 
convicted and imprisoned. Kurr required traus- 
lations into French of his traudulent prospect- 
uses, and presently Benson threw him- 
self heart and soul into the other's 
frauds. Late in 1874 the agency of Archer 
& Co. was started in London, and prospered 
for a time, until the defendant, Druscovitch, in- 
terposed, and the firm was then transferred to 
Brighton. Kurr’s acquaintance with Mcikicjonn 
continued throngh this period, and on Nov. 17 
the latter sent word that a Warrant would soon 
be out, and the gamblers must be ready to 
„ scamper out of the way.“ At this time £500 
was paid to Meiklejchn in bank-notes by Kurr, 
and the defendant employed it in the purchase 
of a residence. The business of Archer & 
Co.“ was now so profitable that Benson went to 
live at Shanklin, where he edited a paper and 
lived in sumptuous style. 

In 1875 Kurr and Benson with two others es- 
tablished an office tor insurance against losses 
on the turl, in Moorgate street; but the police 
sooh interfered, and warrants were issued 
against Walters and Murray, who were adinitted 
to bail and absconded. A warrant was also is- 
sued against Kurr. Meiklejohn was now en- 
tirely in the power of the conspirators, who 
were desirous of getting bold of Clarke also. 
In April, 1875, Ciarke received a message 
lrom Benson about the Walters aud 
Murray frauds, and obtained permission from 
his superiors to go down to the Isle of Wight. 
They had a long nterview on the 12th of April, 
When Benson tried to get Clarke into his power 
by playing on his fears respecting a letter 
Which Clarke had written to Walters, and by 
holding out hopes of a great reward if the war- 
rant against Kurr was withdrawn. Further 
correspoudeuce between the parties took place, 
Which led to another. interview on June 2, 
when Benson gave Clarke £50 in order to secure 
the latter, and prevent the operation of justice. 

Meanwhile, in dune, 1875, Meiklejohn had 
been corresponding with Kurr, The object of 
these letters was to make sure that Kurr should 
not be apprehended if he returned to London. 
After a journey to Switgerland, Benson and 
Kurr came to London, where the former took 
rooms at the Langham Hotel, and Kurt, resid- 
ing m Marquess-road, Canonbury, wrote a 
letter to Clarke in August, saying he was 
innocent of complicity in the Walters and 
Murray frauds, and —— for an inter- 
view. Clarke reported upon this letter to Su- 
— Williamson to the effect that it 
was Of no use proceeding agamet Kurr, as he 
could not be ideutitied; and Clarke was advised : 
„Take no proceedings at present.“ The Ob- 
ject of the swindlers was thus thoroughly ac- 
com plished. 

Iu the spring of i876 Kurr and Keikleiohn 
met at à public house in Feutiman road, at 


which Druscevitch was present, and this was 
the first time that that officer on 
the scene. Druscdvitch was u 
in the room when Meikle t 
Druscovitch was in a ty 
loan of £60. Kurr undertook to lend ft, and 
did so the following day, without taking a re- 
ceipt or any security for its return. More let- 
ters were written in May and June, 1876, advis- 
ing the swindlers as to their movements. That 
summer three of the swindlers were in Paris,

A 
bank was invented—the Royal Bank of London; 
blank cheques were engruved and printed; 
and every preparation was made to carry 
on the fraud on the largest scale. Madame 
de Goncourt was induced by these representa- 
tions to forward sums of money amounting to 
£10,170, and was about to forward £30,000 

re, when her notary interfered, and put the 

atter into the hands of Mr. Abrahams, a 
solicitor in London, through whose indefatiga- 
bie exertions the lady ultimately recovered 
nearly the whole of her money. The prisoner 
Palmer also accepted money from the swindlers, 
and acted with them.

HEAPQUARTERS IN CuBA, Nov. 1, 1877.— o the 
Commanders af Columns (Private): Knowing the 
uselessness of clemency toward the enemy, who 
are unable to appreciate it, for they esteem it 
a weakness on my part, I find myself called upon 
to adopt energetic measures to finish at once and 
forever with the hydra of the insurrection. You 
will, therefore, upon receipt of this order, shoot 
all prisoners of war, whoever they may be, 3 
it appear in your report as if they had been kille 
in battle. 

I recommend to you secresy in this matter and 
an exact fulüllmeut of this order. 

MARTINEZ CAuros.

Valmaseda, better known to the Cubans as the 
‘Tiger of Bayamo,’ who ordered that ali Cabans 
found in the country, irrespective of sex, should 
be killed by his troops.

DEMOCRATIC FRAUD. 


“COUNTING OUT” PHILADELPHIA REPUBLICANS 
—PROSPECT THAT THES DEMOCRATIC CANDI- 
DATES WILL BE OUS3TED. 

Correspondence Nem YorR Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19,—Since the election. 
of Tuesday, Nov. 6, the Republicans in this city 
have been seriously considering the question of 
contesting the triumph of the Democrats, on 
account of the barefaced frauds which were per- 
petrated, and which are now coming to light. 
Without exception, the election for city officers 
is said to have been one contiuual round of 
fraud on the part of the Democracy, they hav- 
ing left nothing undone for the purpose of 
carrying their points. itn addition to this, 
there was great perfidy on the part of a number 
of Republicans, who deemed cash far more val- 
uable than a victory for their party. 
Last year, it will be remembered, 
the Democrats attempted to carry the 
city by flooding it with bogus tax receipts. This 
year, haying had possession of a number of 
public offices, including that of Sheriff, they 
offered solid persuasion in the shape of money. 
The Republican Executive Committee has been 
busy during the past week in overhauling the 
returns of the election as filedin the Prothonot- 
ary’s office, and so far they have discovered 
600 fraudulent votes and impersonations in one 
ward alowe; the Fourth, the famous Demo- 
cratic stronghold. In the Third Ward there 
has been found crookedness to the extent of 
some 200 votes in two divisions or precincts 
alone. Taking the Third, Fourth, Eleventh, 
and Seventeenth Wards, which are in undis- 
puted possession of the city Democracy, very 
nearly 1,200 fraudulent votes haye been ascer- 
tained, which is more than enough to offset the 
majority of Mr. Henry 8. Hagert, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for -District Attorney, and Dr. 
Gilbert, the candidate for Corongr, the plurality 
for the former being 1,010, and for the latter 
1,096. With this number of votes certain, the 
Republicans are still pursuing their investiga- 
tions, and feel certain that over 2,000 will be 
discovered, which will overcome the plurality of 
Pattison, the candidate for City Controller. 

The Democrats carricd on a system of intimi- 
dation worthy of their brethrenin the South. 
Agaiust a number of Republican election officers 
indictments have been found at various times 
for petty assaults and trivial charges. Taking 
advantage of these, the Democrats threatened 
to push the cases to trial, unless the unfortunate 
offenders should assist in their schemes of 
fraud. As the majority of them were poor 
men, and seeiag Democratic injustice staring 
them iu the face, they readily assented, and the 
prospects now are that some of them will sure- 
ly go to jail on the complaint of their outraged 
Republican brethren whom they sold out. 
Quite a large percentage of the de 
crease in the Republican vote in the city 
can be accounted for in the fat that where 
the Democrats held rab s they refused to allow 
as many as fifty Republicans to vote, and in 
their places personators cast their ballots. In 
other places, where four and five votes were re- 
turned for the Republican candidates, as many 
as twenty-three persons alone have come for- 
ward and made affidavitto having voted the 
Republican ticket. Before the election it was 
openly boasted by the Democrats that they had 
160 election officers . fixed,’”’ aud that they were 
bound to win the city offices. 

How this was done is very apparent, and is 4 
result of the defective Election laws of Pennsyl- 
vania. As prescribed by the new Constitution, 
tne minority Inspector at the election is re- 
quired to make a copy of the return of votes 
cast, while the judge of the election also makes 
a cepy, which he places on file in the Prothonot- 
ary’s office, which is accepted as the official re- 
turn, unless the minority Inspector should de- 
mur, aud present his return, when the ballot- 
box is opened and the vote counted. Decisions 
on this question made by judges are to 
the effect that unless the minority In- 
spector objects, the n return shall 
and must be accepted. By purchasing a 
ange number of scalawag Republican minor- 
ity Inspectors, whose only business was to keep 
away during the official count of the vote, and 
not protest to the fraudulent returns of the 
judges, the Democrats secured a majortty of 
votes on paper. Up to 11:30 o’clock on election 
night the Democrats had agreed to accept de- 
feat, and it was not until 12:45 on Wednesday 
morning their agents reported that the returns 
had been doctored up in evough Democratic 

recincts toinsure the success of the ticket. 

Vith ail these facts in their possession, the Re- 
publicans are preparing for a contest, and before 
the week ends they will probably file the papers 
for the contest, and show how the Democrats 
carried Philadelphia.

REPUBLICANISM AND DEMOCRACY ON THIER LAST 
LEGS. 
New York Staats- Zeitung (Dem. ].

The defeat of, the Democratic leaders is 
especially humiliating, because they have treated 
this measure most decisively as a party meas- 
ure. For that reason it required a great effort 
for Democratic Representatives to separate 
themselves from their party associates in this 
affair; and, while no more of them did this than 
was actually necessary, it is safe to assume that 
a greater number of Democrats might have 
been had for the amendments, if any more had 
been required. 

We shall certainly not be mistaken if we con- 
clude from the result of the conflict over the 
Army bill that the Administration has no occa- 
sion to fear any sort of chicanery from the Dem- 
ocratic portion of the House, Indeed, it would 
not be too much to assume that it lies exciu- 
sively in the power of the President to break the 
bonds of party on the Democratic side to such a 
degree that the Democratic majority in the 
House will be entirely wiped out. On the other 
hand, however, it must be admitted that tne 
President’s adherence to his own party, which he 
has again and agajn on every occasion asserted, 
stands in the way of this. From the reports 
respecting the transactions of Saturday’s 
caucus it seems, that the President holds 
firmly to the purpose, which he conceived 
in entering upon his office, of building 
up an anti-Democratic party in the South, 
which in national elections will go with the Re- 
publicans. In this he does not appear to have 
raised himself above the level of the ordinary 
compromise politician; in fact, he regards pat- 
ronage asachief instrument of success. We 
fear, also, that in this business internal im- 
provements will appear and play their part. 

The President gives the Bepublican Senators 
a hard nut to crack. If they oppose his South- 
ern nominations, he throws upon them the re- 
sponsibility for the continuance of a solid South. 
It would not be surprising if he should succeed 
even in the 9 ——— of the admission of Sen- 
ators from Louisiana and South Carolina in 
controlling the majority of the Senate. If the 
Republicans mast admit that in the South their 
party is utterly dead, they certainly could do 
nothing better than to lend their aid in building 
up a new party there. It true this is 
a dangerous experiment, for this third party 
might also make its appearance in the North; 
but, at any rate, the Republican Senators are 
not happy about the experiments of the Presi- 
dent, and Congress will probably adjourn be- 
fore they will come to any determination. 

In his annual message the President will 
have an opportunity to express himself more 
fully respecting his views and plans, and their 
exposition will no longer be confined to the 
caucus. The regular session will be rich in 
such eXpositions, and the financial question 
will then stand forth as very dangerous to both 
parties.

Zeitung as to the wrecking of 
parties on the silver question would be of 
more value if it were based upon facts; as it 
is not, it is only a shallow view of the case. 
The Silver bill, if it passes and becomes 
a law, will be immediately taken out of 
politics, and there will be nd more to say 
about it. It never has been a party issue, and 
there never has been enough in it to divide 
men's political views or cause them to aban- 
don party organizations for its sake. Once 
the Silver bill becomes a law, it will disap- 
pear from politics, and there will be no dan- 
ger of its breaking up parties. Even as to 
the East, the Staats-Zeitung is mistaken in 
supposing that it would solidly uphold gold 
without silver and force resumption upon a 
gold basis. Upon this question the East 
would split, and Pennsylvania would give 
her majority for silver with Ohio and Illinois. 
The people will regulate the silver question 
without making it a party issue and without 
disturbing old party organizations. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue re- 
ports that there are 2,500 barrels of alcohol 
imported annually by manufacturers of per- 
fumery who are entitled to a drawback of 
duties on the same, they exporting the per- 
fumery made therefrom. Two thousand five 
hundred barrels of alcohol contain 156,800 
proof gallons; the tax on this much spirit 
at 90 cents a gallon amounts to $141,120. 
The value of the perfumery exported by all 
manufacturers in 1876 was only $376,011. 
So the additional value given to the alcohol 
by the manufacture into perfumery is only 
$133,891 in excess of the tax. From this it 
will appear that the United States remit 
$141,000 taxes on alcohol to enable man- 
utacturers of perfumery to export $375,000 
of their goods. One of the peculiarities 
of the “drawback” system is, that the 
Treasury Department becomes the capitalist 
of the persons who are engaged in business 
entitled to a drawback of duties. In course 
of time the Treasury will pay back all the 
duties now collected on imported sugar, and 
in time will pay to the manufacturers of 
perfumery a dollar anda half of drawback 
for every dollar’s worth of perfumery they 
export. In the meantime, American-made 
alechol is prohibited from use in making 
perfumery by. discrimination of 90 cents a 
gallon in favor of the foreign article.

For the purpose of refresh- 
ing its recollection, and that of any other 
Iowa papers which may be unwittingly 
playing into the hands of the Eastern Shy- 
locks, we reproduce the silver plank passed 
by the Convention aforesaid : 

5. That the silver dollar having been the legal 
unit of valne from the foundation of the Federal 
Government until 1873, we believe the law under 
which its coinage was suspended should. be re- 
pealed at the earliest possible day, and silver made 
with gold a legal-tender for the payment of ali 
debts, both public dnd private, and also believe 
that the present volume of currency should be 
maintained, until the wants of trade and commerce 
demand its further contraction. 

This silver plank covers the Buiawnp bill 
exactly. Does the Gazette mean to say that 
the Republican party of Iowa were actuated 
by innate dishonesty in taking the above 
position on the silver question? If Tur 
TRIBUNE is wrong, it is sinning in good 
company—that of the banner Republican 
State. The Gazette would do well to re- 
peruse its party platform, and revise its in- 
defensible position. 


Information in denial of the aspersions 
made on Western mortgages by the New 
York Times continues to come to us from 
various responsible sources in the West. 
The latest testimony is from a firm in Peoria, 
III., who have been in the business of loan- 
ing money on farms for the past five years, 
and have now on their books farm-mortgages 
amounting to more than $2,000,000. Out of 
400 loans, where the interest fell due June 
1, 1877, there was but one default. The firm 
report that they have never made but five 
‘foreclosures on farms, and that in every case 
the property sold for more than enough cash 
to pay debt, accrued interest, and costs. One 
corporation for which the firm have loaned 
about $500,000 has been paid $80,000 of mort- 
gages from three to four years before they 
were due; the agents report tRat there has 
been little depreciation in farm values out- 
side of a few counties where there has been 
a failure of crops for two years successively, 
and even in these cases the depreciation has 
en nothing like so large agin Eastern cities 
ike New York, Brooklyn, Boston, and Provi- 
dence. But as money is loaned at the East 
at 6 or 7 per cent, while it commands 8, 9, 
and 10 per cent on farm-mortgages, there is 
considerably more margin for losses by de- 
preciation in Western investments. ‘Thus 
the interest on $500,000 at 7 per cent for 
five years would be $175,000, and at 9 per 
cent $225,000, which would give $50,000 
margin for losses in favor of the West, 
though as a matter of fact the loss from de- 
preciation of property has been greater i 
the East than in the West.

THE VALUE OF SILVER. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Onio. Nov. 22.—I have for years been 80 
well pleased with your views on questions of po- 
litical economy that I am sorry to differ with you 
on the silver question, as I cannot be persuaded 
that you are right, If I understand your position, 
you deprecate cheap money, but claim that the 
act of Congress making the silver dollar of 412% 
grains weight a legal-tender for ite face value 
will make that amount of this metal coined worth 
100 cents in gold coin in the United States. If 
this be so, why could not the act of Congress do 
as much for paper? If you say it is a question of 
coin, which has its peculiar laws, then could Con- 
gress do as much for or with nickel and copper? 
Can Congress decide how much silver shall be an 
equivalent fora poundof gold any more than it 
can decide how much shall be an equivalent for a 
pound of pork? But suppose it has that power 
within the limits of the United States, and your 
prophecy come true, will Congressional legislation 
give it par value for all purposes? Will we be able 
to make Kugland and Germany take silver coin at 
its face? If not, how will it better the financial 
situation? Suppose a New York merchant to owe 
a London merchant. He must pay him in 
coin. If he send silver, the London merchant 
will allow the worth of silver in London. If it be 
there at a discount of say 8 per cent, will the New 
Yorker be able under act of Congress to force any 
New York bank or broker or a United States Sub- 
Treasury to exchange his silver for gold without a 
premium, so that he individually shall not be 
obliged to bear a loss which Congress decreed? If 
on the other hand a London debior please to pay a 
New York creditor in silver dollars at their face 
value, though they are worth but 92 cents in Lon- 
don, will the New Yorker have a remedy? While 
Kugland and Germany acknowledge but one stand- 
ard, we, who are their debtors in vast amounts, only 
delude ourselves by adopting a double standard. 
The inferior medium of exchange must fluctuate 
according to the demand. Have we not had 
enough of the misery connected with an unstable 
currency’ And that is the whole question. 
Silver is comed and is a medium of exchange 
under necessary regulations. Any change in 
these regulations, when necessary, must be made 
in a much larger sphere than Washington or the 
United States. V. 

There is a difference between paper and 
silver in this—that the amount of silver con- 
tained in an American dollaris worth, say, 92 
cents in gold, without any reference to its 
uses as money, while the amount of paper in 
the greenback, free of its character as legal- 
tender, has no value. The coin needs no re- 
demption ; it is payment of itself; while the 
greenback is dependent more or less upon 
the eventuality of being redeemed in coin. 
The silver dollar is money of itself, having 
an intrinsic value, while the paper has no in- 
trinsic value, and represents a coin dollar 
which the Government promises to pay, and 
ultimately will pay. The greenback was as 
much a legal-tender when it was worth only 
45 cents in gold as it is now when it will 
buy 974 cents of gold. Without the legal- 
tender character, the greenbacks would have 
no value save as the promises of the Gov- 
ernment atits pleasure to redeem them in 
coin. 

The practice of representing that the 
American dollar, if coined, will be worth only 
92 cents is grossly unfair, because that is the 
price of the metal in bars, and with silver 
demonetized. If the legal-tender character 
can give to paper which has no intrinsic 
value a value as money, to make silvera 
legal-tender will give to that coin alsoa 
value in addition to that which it has as 
metal. ‘There is of necessity a limit to this 
proceeding. Great Britain has a silver cur- 
rency which is a legal-tender to a certain 
sum, and circulates freely at par with gold, 
though its intrinsic value as silver at present 
leas than par; and our subsidiary silver coin— 
the halves, quarters, and dimes—in this 
country have always been 6 per cent 
below the silver dollar in value as bullion, yet 
are accepted freely at the same value as 
greenbacks. The trade-dollar, which bas 
420 grains of silver and is not a legal-ten- 
der, has only the value of the silver con- 
tained in it. All countries have a token cur- 
rency which is a legal-tender to a limited 
extent, without reference to the intrinsic 
value of the nietal, and this includes our 
nickel and copper coins. 

If gold were demonetized and no longer 
used for coinage as money, then silver 
would experience a large appreciation in 
value and gold a proportionate decline. 
Then gold would be quoted at the market 
price in silver, as demonetized silver is now 
quoted at so much per ounce in gold. When 
silver was demonetized in the United States 
our silver dollar was at a premium of 3 per 
cent in gold ; the demonetization of silver in 
this country and Germany has greatly in- 
creased the demand for gold and reduced 
the demand for silver, affecting the bullion 
values of both metals. 

The question now pending is not to take 
a metal whose permanent or general value is 
but 92 cents on the dollar; it is not a ques- 
tion of establishing a new coin of a new 
metal and-to make a new legal-tender, but 
is a question of the restoration of a coin, and 
a metal, and a legal-tender which have existed 
since the United States have had a national 
coinage. It is not the seeking a cheaper 
coin to make cheaper dollars, but is a ques- 
tion of restoring a coin and a legal-tender 
unwisely, unfortunately, and secretly abol- 
ished, in the interest of those who want a 
scarcity of money in order to increase its 
value as compared with the value of all other 

It is the restoration of the dollar 
a legal-tender when our national 
contracted, and in which that debt 
express terms made payable at the 
option of the Government. The restoration 
the silver dollar as a legal-tender in 
the United States will have the effect of re- 
storing silver to its general value. It will 
reduce the demand for gold in this country, 
and to that extent will lessen the general de- 
mand, to which is due its present extraordi- 
nary appreciation. The only objection that 
is urged to the recoinage of the silver dollar 
s that demonetized silver is not worth as 
much in gold as before it was demonetized. 
But if the demonetization of silver shall have 
the effect of restoring the value of silver, then 
the objection falls to the ground. All our debts 
were made payable in either gold or silver; 
right to change it. If we had the power to 
alter the contract with our creditors by de- 
monetizing silver, then we have the power 
to go further and demoneti gold ; 
but the fact is we had no m right to 
change the contract at all. We made the 
contract, our creditgrs giving us the option 
to pay in whichever was the cheaper coin. 
That was the agreement, and by it the coun- 
try must stand. 

Our correspondent is perplexed lest we 
may not be able to make any payments in 
London unless our dollars are worth 100 
cents in gold. Gold and silver are sold abroad 
not by coinage stamps but by weight, and

If our silver be worth more here as money 


than it will be as bullion, it will not be ex-

payment of debts here, principal and interest, 
and as silver coin will not be had except on 
a par with gold, there will practically 
be no depreciated silver currency. 
correspondent argues upon the erroneous 
hypothesis that the standard or bullion value 
of. the silver dollar ig now but 92 cents in 
gold, when in fact the present depreciated 
value of silver is due to temporary causes, 
aided by the effort to keep it demonetized. 
A writer in the London Times, commenting 
upon the passage of the Silver bill by the 
House of Representatives, insists that, if that 
bill becomes a law, before it can be put into 
practical operation silver will have advanced 
in London to its old relation with gold 
of 15} to 1. This would make our silver 
dollar, which is 16 to 1, worth more 
than 100 cents in gold. Involved in the 
question of remonetization, therefore, is al- 
so the question of the adyancement of the 
price of silver; to remonetize the silver 
dollar is to advance the price of silver, 80 that 
the silver dollar will be at par with the gold 
dollar. 

It is obvious that with the present scarcity 
of gold a sufficiency to resume specie pay- 
ments cannot be had without enormous 
sacrifice. Silver in quantities equal to the 
capacity of our mints can be had, and the 
coinage annually of $40,000,000 to $50,000, - 
000 of silver coin will prepare the way for 
resumption, and specie resumption cannot 
be maintained anywhere unless the amount 
of legal-tender coin in the country be equal 
to the amountof outstanding paper currency. 

It is absurd to say that gold will instantly 
depart so soon as we coin silver. In France 
silver is a universal currency; there are 
no bank bills of less denomination than $10, 
and legal-tender five-franc pieces are the gen- 
eral coin. At the same time the Bank of 
France alone holds $300,000,060 of gold,— 
showing that the two coins can exist in the 
same place at the same time; and this, too, 
notwithstanding the fact that the silver coin 
of France contains a less proportion of silver 
than the American dollar,—the French coin 
being in the proportion of 15} of silver to 1 
of gold, while our dollar gives 16 of silver 
to 1 of gold. If our correspondent will 
consider these facts, he will reach the eon- 
clusion that the objections to the remon- 
etization of silver are either imaginary or 
invented by blind selfishness. 


COL. SCOTT’S ARGUMENT. 

Col. Tuomas A. Scorr has a faculty of pre- 
senting things in their best light. Reading 
his amiable interview with a reporter of Tux 
Tripune, one would conclude that, while the 
Texas Pacific Railroad is primarily a great 
national enterprise, it is destined to pay a 
special tribute to Chicago, and enlarge the 
business of this city and the country of 
which it is the centre. But Col. Soort also 
had an interview at Columbus, on his way 
here, with a reporter of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer, in which he permitted the confiding 
people of Porkopolis to infer that the com- 
pletion of the Cincinnati Southern Railroad 
and the Texas Pacific will establish the main 
artery of American commerce between Cin- 
cinnati and the Pacific coast. If Col. Scorr 
be interviewed in any other Western or 
Southern cities, we have no doubt he will 
succeed in showing with equal satisfaction 
that the Texas Pacific is all that is wanting 
to establish for each and every one 
of them the pre-eminent commercial pros- 
perity of the country. With him, all roads 
lead to the Texas Pacific. He does not neg- 
lect in any instance, however, to impress 
upon his hearers that the Texas Pacific will 
develop a vast and rich territory, that it will 
contribute.to the general good by opening 
up anew competition in transportation to 
and from the Pacific, and that it will find a 
business that will become profitable as rap- 
idly as the road shall be extended. Now, 
conceding all the points made by Col. 
Scorr, they nevertheless suggest a good 
many reasons why the Government should 
not build the railroad for him, or loan its 
credit by a guarantee of the bonds in such a 
manner as to amount to very much the same 
thing. 

In the first place, if the Texas Pacific Rail- 
road is so excellent a business investment, 
sure to yield a profit, develop the country, 
and create a trade, it is an enterprise which 
should have no difficulty in attracting private 
capital for its completion. Capital is seek- 
ing investment in this country at the present 
time at as low as 4 per cent interest. Col. 
Scort says there is no question but that the 
route of the Texas Pacific is in every way 
superior to that of the Union Pacific, which 
is confessedly making money. Under these 
circumstances there is no occasion to appeal 
to the Government for aid, and this is the 
only point at issue. We haven't heard of 
anybody who objects to the construction of 
the Texas Pacific; the objection is to the 
means proposed for the construction. It is 
not the province of the Government to build 
the railroad. ‘ 

Col. Scort lays great stress upon the fact 
that the Texas P&cific will be a competing 
road for the business of the Pacific coast, 
and that it will afford relief to the country 
from the exorbitant charges of Jay Govrp's 
Union Pacific, which is forcing shipments 
from the West to San Francisco by way of 
New York and the sea. But Col. Soorr ig- 
nores the fact that experience has demon- 
strated competition to mean nothing more 
nor less than combination in the railroad 
b@iness. The Texas Pacific, if completed, 
might compete to divide the business with 
the Union and Central Pacific route, but 
there is no promise that it would compete to 
do the business at lower rates. Tom Scort’s 
railroad between the West and the seaboard 
divides the business with the railroads man- 
aged by VanDERBILT and Gannxrr, but the 
business is all done upon an agreed basis 
which gives the pubfic no advantage on ac- 
count of the so-called competing lines. In 
fact, Col. Soorr himself expresses the hope 
that this combination between the Eastern 
roads will be permanent. Then there is no 
reason to doubt that a similar arrangement 
will be made between the existing Pacific 


roads aud the Texas Pacific Road when com- 


pleted. 

But even if the Texas Pacific Railroad 
could be depended on asa competitor of the 
existing lines to make better rates to the 
public, that would scarcely be a reason for 
the Government to undertake its construc- 
tion. It would then cut into the Union 
Pacific, and Central Pacific, and Kansas 
Pacific, which are large debtors to the Gov- 
ernment. It is almost impossible to get any 
money out of the present Pacific railroads 
on account of the interest the Government is 
paying on their bonds, even though they are 
making money. If their business were to be 
reduced and their profit cut off, then the 
Government would be absolutely powerless 
to get back the enormous sums of money it 
has advanced to them. To ask the Govern- 
ment to build up a business rival to the ex- 
isting Pacific roads is to ask it to deprive 
itself of all hope for regaining the amount 
invested in those roads, or to invest millions 
of dollars to insure the logs of other millions 
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already invested, and with little hope of get- 
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ting back either. 

Finally, the permanent and unanswerable 
objection to Tom Scort’s scheme for building 
the Texas Pacific Railroad at Government 

nse is, that the whole principle of Gov- 
ernment subsidies is false and dangerous. It 
is a system which has been abandoned under 
the vigorous denunciation of the people, 
and it cannot be revived without entailing in 
the future the same disastrous results that 
have attended it in the past, To throw open 
the doors of the Treasury to the Texas Pacific 
will be to throw them open to the manifold 
beggars who are soliciting subsidies, and to 
build up new construction rings and afford 
new opportunities to the corruptionists and 
speculators in American politics. The coun- 
try has already suffered enough in money 
and reputation from this class of enterprises, 
and it cannot afford any new experience in 
the same line.

There has long been a disposition on the 
part of the New York papers, every time a 
fire-bell rings in Chicago, to abuse this city 
and point out, in a malicious way, that we are 
still in great peril from fire, and that we are 
taking no precautions to prevent conflagra- 
tions, consequently the insurance companies 
should withdraw their risks. We were 
treated to this kind of thing at the time of 
the Clark and State street fire of 1874, and 
now, because Messrs. FID, Lerrer & Co.’s 
retail establishment is partially consumed, 
another malicious assault is made upon the 
city, with the view of prejudicing her in the 
eyes of the insurance companies. Hitherto 
the New York World has been foremost in 
these attacks; now it is the New York 7'ribune 
that comes to the front and comments upon 
the recent fire with a degree of stupidity and 
blank falsehood that surpasses the previous 
diatribes of the World. 

It commences its comments with the state- 
ment that there was evidence that the peo- 
ple of Chicago were greatly alarmed during 
the fire of night before last in their largest 


retail dry-goods store.” There was no evi- | 


dence of the kind furnished to the New York 
Tribune, nor was any one in Chicago alarmed. 
We next learn that the fire of 1871 was fol- 
lowed by another large fire by which at least 
85,000,000 worth of property was destroy- 
ed. Reduce that total to a million and 
‘three-quarters dollars, and the statement 
would be correct. Now because one store 
has burned, involving a loss of about $750,- 
000, we are notified that Wednesday's fire 
‘will raise the question as to how far the new 
growth of confidence was misplaced. A fair 
discussion of the facts cannot well avoid the 
conclusion that Chicago is singularly exposed 
to spreading fires.” To what does the New 
York Tribune refer? This was a fire ina 


single store. Does New York, have no — 


in a single store? This fire was no 

only tonfined to the building, but to 
three of the five floors of the 
building. What feature of this fire is to im- 
pair the confidence of insurance companies ? 
There was no insubordination of firemen, as 
at the last great New York fire. There was 
no lack of water supply, as in New York. 
There was no inefficiency of the Department, 
as in New York. There was no violation of 
building laws, asin New York. It was just 
such a fire as is liable to occur any day in 
any city in the world, the only difference 
being that the fire was handled so skilifully 
that it was confined to the building where it 
broke out, although surrounded with five and 
six story buildings on every hand. The New 
York Tribune closes its screed with a state- 
ment as stupid as its other statements were 
false and spiteful. It says: The reason 
for Chicago’s fires may be seen at any time 
in her new parks, where the young trees all 
bend one way, and can only be kept from be- 
ing torn up by means of Wires mooring them 
to stakes.” ‘The origin of the fire the other 
night has heretofore been a mystery, but it 
is refreshing now to know it must have been 
because the freshly-planted trees in the new 
parks are all moored to stakes. If the authori- 
ties will only unmoor the trees and allow them 
to be blown down, perhaps we shall have no 
more fires. Meanwhile, if the New York 
Tribune triumphantly cites the instance of the 
burning of one store as a reason why the 
insurance companies should withdraw risks 
from here, let it be candid enough to suggest 
to the insurance companies that they with- 
draw their risks from New York, because 
stores burn there from lack of water supply 
and an incapable Department. If it does 
not, it convicts itself of meannss and malice. 


THE FINANCES OF PRUSSIA. 

A nation that has kept out of debt, paid 
its way whenever it had occasion, and im- 
posed but a light rate of taxation, may with 
reason be looked to for a model of prosperi- 
ty and clever financiering. All this may be 
truly affirmed of Prussia; but, in spite of it, 
the Minister of Finance is this year obliged 
to report a deficit, and the outlook for the 

_future is far from encouraging. The French 
indemnity has been for the most part spent, 
and the little that remains is pledged to a 
specific purpose. The commercial classes 
which a few years since were on the top 
wave of good fortune are now in the depths 
of distress. The business depression has 
continued so long and been so severely felt 
that the bankruptcy courts have begun to 
feel the effects; and the Ministry of Justice 
is the only department of the Government 
which can show a surplus of so much as 
1,000,000 marks. The Government railways 
last year yielded about 6,000,000 marks less 
than was expected, and the deficit was made 
good out of the fund set aside for repairs 
The working capital of the schools was 
robbed of 4,000,000 marks to .keep up the 
system to its usual high state of efficiency. 
The current deficits on all accounts is 
17,000,000 marks, and next year wiil proba- 
bly be 20,000,000 marks, or $5,000,000. This 
is asmall matter for so great a nation as 
Prussia, with her excellent financial condi- 
tion, but it points an economical moral of 
some importance. 

It shows, in the first place, that the bene- 
fits of a system of direct taxation have been 
overrated. In theory there is no method of 
taxation so honest and so cheap as that 
which proceeds by direct assessments ; but 
in practice it has been found that the burden 
of taxation is more severely felt under this 
system than under any other, and conse- 
quently the efforts of the people to make it 
inoperative are stronger. The income-tax in 
Prussia has become almost an intolerable 
burden. In not a few districts; a corre- 
spondent of the London Tires asserts, the 
sixth, or even the fifth, part of a man's in- 
come is claimed for Government and munic- 


ipal purposes. This would be no small im- 


position even in a rich community; but 
when it is made among a people who have 
in many instances little more than t 
means of supporting life, it amounts 
almost to an act of confiscation. The 
impoverishment of a people thus situated is 
a matter easily accomplished; and once im- 


| poverished, mere masses of people cease to 


be a source of 
It was exactly at this point that France had 
the advantage over Germany at the close of 
the late war. The people of the former 
country were in a better condition financially 
than those of the latter; and they could 
suffer an impairment of capital without last- 
ing injury to their resources or powers of 
recuperation. At tho worst, they were never 
called upon to support, in such a form as the 
Prussian people now have to endure them, 
the heaviest burdens of taxation. It is true 
that the amount raised by direct taxation in 
France is $2.07 per head, as against $1.46 
in Prussia; but the Prussians, on the aver- 
age, can hardly afford half the sum contrib- 
uted by the French. 

Aside from the financial drain caused by an 
enormous standing army, and the speculative 
demoralization produced by the French in- 
demnity, it is obvious that the bad condition 
of the Prussian Treasury is due to profligate 
management. There bas been an endeavor 
on the part of the Government to keep the 
finances, like all other departments of the 
State, at a high pressure; and there has 
been no shrinking from the most costly 
methods of accomplishing the purpose. The 
demonetization of silver was part of the 
plan, and this, which was epnsidered only 
an incident of the scheme of financial re- 
form, has proved the most serious 
undertaking of all. The process of ap- 
preciating the price of gold and de- 
preciating all other commodities—of adding 
10 per cent to all debts, and subtracting a 
like amount from all the means of paying 
debts—has involved the nation in serigus 
difficulties. No policy less hazardous t 
this could have brought Prussia where she 1s 
to-day, and presented the amazing spectacle 
of a nation which pays most of the interest 
on its debt from the income of Crown 
property now compelled to report an annual 
deficit, or seek a loan in the markets of the 
world in a time of peace. 


The story told in a letter to the New York 
Times, printed elsewhere in this issue, of 
election frauds in Philadelphia nee not oc- 
casion much surprise. It is merely confirma- 
tion of suspicions that have long been enter- 
tained. Democratic. election tactics are 
everywhere the same. Ballot-box stuffing, 
intimidation, bribery, and corruption are the 
familiar weapons of the party in all the large 
cities. They have been used in Philadelphia 
with the same freedom as in New York and 
Baltimore; and the results accomplished, 
comparatively speaking, have been the same. 
The Republican Executive Committee have 
been overhauling the returns, and so far they 
have discovered 600 fraudulent votes and 
impersonations in one ward alone; 
and this ward, the Fourth, is known as 
a Democratic stronghold. In two pre- 
tincts of the Third Ward, where the 
Democratic majority was strong, 200 fictitious 
votes have been discovered. The frauds 
proved in four wards which are in andis- 
puted possession of the Democracy are suf- 
ficient to overcome the pluralities of the 
Democratic candidates for Coroner and Dis- 
trict Attorney, which are about 1,000 each, 
and it is believed the plurality of the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Comptroller, which 
amounts to something more than 2,000 
votes, would be overcome in the same man- 
ner if the whole city were recanvassed. 
These figures speak well fer the efficiency of 
the Democratic ballot-box stuffers; the rec- 
ord is worthy of Tammany Hall in its palmy 
days. It used to be said that the Repub- 
lican Ring in Philadelphia was as corrupt as 
the Democratic Ring in New York ; but inas- 
much as both cities are now in the hands of 
the Democrats, and the election frauds in 
both are enormous, the statement will have 
to be corrected.

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CRIMINAL NEWS. 


A Vermont Poisoning Case--- 
Trial of Deacon Ezra 
Smith. 


The Wounds of the Remarkable Villain 


at St. Louis Rapidly Healing, 


He Is Transferred to a Prison 
Cell Without Further 
Bloodshed. 


His Ingenuous Desire to Kill 
About Eighteen More 
People. 


A Great Robber Hunt in Lehigh and 
Bucks Counties, Pa. 


“DEACON” EZRA SMITH. 
Dispatch ta New York Herald. 

RorianpD, Vt., Nov. 20.—The preliminary ex- 
amination of Ezra P. Smith ana Mrs. Mary E. 
Champlin, charged with the murder (by admin- 
istering arsenic) of Cornelia Smith, the wife of 
the former, commenced at Middlebury this 
morning before Justice Knapp. On account of 
the importance of the case, ex-Judges Brookins 
and Howard were invited to occupy the beuch 
with him. Col. Veasey, of Rutland, ex-Gov. Stew- 
art, and ex-Congressman Woodbridge assisted 
State’s Attorney Chapmanin the prosecution. 
Messers. Hara, of Burlington, and Grandy, of 
Vergennes, appeared for Mrs. Champlin, and 
Ballard, of Burlington, and Lucia, of Vergennes, 
for Deacon Smith. An immense concourse of 
pe opie from the surrounding country attended 
the procecdings. An attempt was made last 

t ou the part of the friends of Mrs. 
Champlin to induce the prosecution.to permit 
her to plead guilty of adultery aud turn State's 
evidence against Smith, but it is understood the 
offer was not accepted. Forty-five witnesses in 
all have been summoned, so the case can hardly 
be expected to be completed for a number of 
days. In his opening address the State's 
Attorney gave the following history of the 


case : 

Ezra Smith, now fifty years old, came to 
Vergennes four years ago from Addison, where, 
tor all that was known, he had lived happily 
with his family. Last spring an intimacy 
sprang up between him and Mrs. Champlin, who 
lived at that time in the house adjoining. On 
the 3d of August’ Ezra administered to 
his wife a class of er beer, which 
was immediately follow by incessant 
vomiting for six days. On Saturday, the 
llth, a corsultation was held, two physicians 
having deen called in by the father of the sick 
woman, and, besides medicine, some beef tea 
was ordered to be given—a teaspoonful every 
fifteen minutes. Saturday night the Deacon 
gave her, at the proper intervals, three tea- 
spoonfuls. The first two the woman liked, 
but the third was bitter and she refused it. 
About 11 o’clock Mrs. Smith was thought to be 
d by Mrs. Sherman, who was watching. 

hinking it best to have the doctor, she pro- 
ceeded up stairs, and Kkuocked at s door. 
She found him in bed, but when told that his 
wife was dying and asked to go after the duc- 
tor he and in the most heartiess man- 
ner said: 1 had hoped that I might never 
see her again.’’ .Proceeding down stairs she 
waited some tim and then went after 
the doctur, a alf mile away, alter 
midnight. Smith did pot come down till 5 
o’clock in the morning. He said he expected to 
prove the continuation of the criminal intimacy 
alter the death of the wife. On Sept. 8 he went 
to Burlington, met Mrs. Cham plin,and irom there 
went te North Lawrence, N. I. Sept. i9 the 
pair returned, reachiug Keesville depot at 9 
o'clock at night, and then walking three miles 
to Birmingham. I expect to prove by the 
Deacon's admissions and letters that Smith was 
very intimate with Mrs. Champlin during this 
trip. The State’s Attorney detailed at length 
the contents of the letters, aud explained avout 
the finding of the arsenic by Prof. Collier in the 
remains of Mrs. Smith. 

The first witness called was Mrs. E. Gorham, 
a sister of the deceased, by whom the death was 
proven. The attending physician, a bomeopa- 
thist, was next placed upon the stand, and at 
length gave the history of the case, as far as his 
observations extended. 

Prof. Peter Collier testified that the stomach, 
parts of the liver, and small intestines were re- 
ceived by him Sept. 24; he made a chemical 
analysis of this, aud altbouga he tound abund- 
aut indications that the person had died from 
the effect of an irritant poison, be did not find 
any poison; these indications were the presence 
ol a grayish-biack or blackish-gravy powder on 
the iuner suriace of the stomach; he also found 
that this suriace rapidly sloughed ; the intestines 
and stomach were almost entirely empty, vo 
more than a teaspoonful of substance being 
found in them, and tnis apparently consisting 
of the sloughed off coating; as he had never met 
such a case, it Jed hun to study it up, and he 
Was wore contident than ever tuat he would find 


poison in other portions of the body. 


RANDE, THE HARD MAN.

r. Louis. Mo., Nov. 22.—This morning the 
attending physician expressed the opinion that 
Frank Rande, the wounded outlaw, had so far 
recovered that his removal to a cell in the jail 
would be safe, and, accordingly, the hospital 
ambulance was driven to the hospital at 8 p. m.

RAILROADS. 


A SPECK OF WAR. 
There is a littie unpleasantness just now be- 
tween the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and 
Missouri Pacific Railroads because the latter 


has established an office for the sale of tickets ‘ 


to Texas in this city. This action, the Burling- 
ton people say, is injuring their Texas business, 


as both roads connect with the Missouri, Kansas 


& Texas Railroad. The managers of the Mis- 
souri Pacific claim that they have just as much 
right to open an office in this city as the St. 
Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern, the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, or other St. Louis 
roads, yet the Burlington people, being of a 
contrary opinion, have taken retaliatory meas- 
ures to buildoze the Missouri Pacific out of 
this city. They have gove into competition 
with the latter road on the Omaba business 
from St. Louis, and are running two trains 
from the latter place daily to Omaha 
over the Rockford Rock Island branch via 
Monmouth. It is claimed by the Burlington 
people that they take away ten passengers from 
the Missouri Pacific at St. Louis for every one 
that the latter road takes away from them in 
this city. 

While it is possible that the Burlington has 
the best of the Missouri Pacific in this contest 
so far, yet it is predicted that it will have to 
give up the fight before long, as it not only in- 
jufes that road alone, but also the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern, and both of these 
roads give their Omaha business tu the Kansas 
City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs Railroad at 
Kansas City. The latter road is theretore suf- 
fenng more from the competition thau the 
others, and as the Directors and stockbolders 
are mostly Boston men, most of whom are also 
interested in the Chicago, Burliugton & Quincy 
Railroad, it isthe opinion among railr men 
that they will put iu a veto against this kind of 
warfare. 


HANNIBAL & ST. JOSEPH.

It will be remembered that a short time ago the 
Southwestern pool ‘was reorganized, whereby 
the gross earnings are pooled, iustead of a cer- 
tain percentage of the gross earnings. Under 
the new arrangement it was believed that the 
Wabash would be powerless to do much dam- 
age tothe roads belonging tothe Association, 
but somehow or other it is continuing to trouble 
them by cutting the rates trom local competing 
points. The Wabash demands that it be ad- 
mitted into the pool, but this is refused, on the 
ground that. if this road is taken in, a number 
of other cross- unes could come up and demand 
the same privilege, and the difficulties would 
become still greater than they are now. The 
New York trunk lines will probabiy be appealed 
to to force the Wabash to terms. 

The Illinois Central Railroad Company has 
just completed at its car-shops in this city a 
new Directors’ car, which isa model of neatness 
and convenience, and reflects great credit upon 
its designer, the master car-butlder of chat r. ad, 
Mr, W. B. Snow. It contains an office, kitchen, 
state-room, and sleeping berths to accommodate 
ten persons besides the porters, who have a 
separate room. On the outside it resembles a 
palace sleeping, and the side-panel bears the 
appropriate emblem of the coat-of-arms of the 
State of Dlinois. The construction of this 
splendid car costs . 7. 000, or about half the 
price of an ordinary sleeping-car, 

Ex-Gov. Ashley, of Michigan, has informed a 
representative oi the Detroit Fre Press that it 
is how certain that the Ann Arbor & Toledo 
Railroad will be constructed. A sufficient num- 
ber of subscriptions have been obtained to war- 
rant the organization of a company, and the 
beginning of the work as soon thereafter as 
possible.

Bank-Examiner Watson Takes 
Possession of the Insti- 
tution. 


A Trustworthy Estimate of the Value of 
the Assets of the Bank. 


Schedule of the Real Estate-The Stockholders 
Singular Action of the Park Bank. 


The collapse of the Third National Bank was 
not followed by any undue commotion in 
financial circles. The weak condition of the 
institution had for several?mouths been sus- 
pected by the street, and was positively known 
to quite a number Of prominent houses in the 
vicinity ot the Board of Trade. Hence the 
failure was not unexpected, and its possible ef- 
fects were long ago discounted. 

Counter business at all the banks showed in- 
creased proportions, growing out of the transfer 
of accounts from the Third, and the making of 
new associations. Nearly all the country checks 
on the Third found protection; in most cases 
on telegraphic orders from the makers thereof, 
though in not afew instances they were pro- 
tected to save the commercial honors of the 
drawers. ; 

Most of the banks showed a disposition to 
hoard currency, and exchange was hard to sell 
except at a figure sufficient to make it an object 
for the purchaser. Some large Wocks were 
placed as low as 80 cents.to.$1 discount, though 
in the afternoon there — firmer feeling with 
buyers at 75 cents off, 

Considerable checking was done by the near- 
by country banks. which ordered remittances 
in currency; and in some quarters large orders 
are expected this morning, 

THEKE WAS NO EXCITEMENT WHATEVER 
around the Third National Bank. On the door 
of the main entrance was posted a placard bear- 
ing the legend “ This Bank Is Closed.” Once 
in a while a curiosity seeker would mount the 
steps, read the notice, peer in through 
the window, take a good square look at 
the portly policeman who was detailed to pre- 
serve order, and quietly depart. Those who 
had pressing business went through the narrow 
door, which leads from Washington street to 
the Directors’ room. President Pearce and 
Cashier Smith was kept busy during the day 
arranging books and papers, and getting things 
into shape. Once in a while their attention 
could be engaged long enough to answer a 
question hurled at them by some depositor who 
wanted to know when he would get something. 
‘Lhey were overpowered by the gravity of the 
situation, and did not waste words in replying 
to the interrogatories of the news-gatherer. 

Directors Curtis, Steele, Pullman, and Benja- 
min spent a large portion of the day at the in- 


stitution. In the afternoon a meeting of the 
Board was held, and the qg@estion of

was talked over at considerable length. The 
Board was divided upon ,@ choice for that re- 
sponsible position. Some favored Mr. Hunt- 
ington W. Jackson, a lawyer doing business in 
the Portiand Block; others thought tnat Mark 
Kimball would administer the assets to the ad- 
vantage of depositors and stockholders were he 
appointed. There were others who thought 
that A. H. Burley, the Receiver of the Cook 
County National, would be just the man for the 
place, as he bas had considerable experience in 
dealing with slow paper during the past year. 
Finally it was announced that Bank-Examiner 
Watson would arrive ju town from Wisconsin 
in the evening, and the matter was postponed 
until then. 

It having been doubted by many that the 
bank would pay off its depositors in full, a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday undertook to get 
at au approximate statement of its real con- 
dition, so far as the assets could be converted 
for the benefit of the depositors. When the 
bank made application for aid some few days 
ago, two prominent bank officials made a thor- 
ough examination of the assets, which it was 
proposed should be hypethecated as security 
tor any advances that might be extended. The 
showing was not satisfactory to them as bank- 
ers, having a large line of customers to take 
care of during the packi , and it was 
for this reason that they declined to extend the 
aid sought.

THE PARK BANK 

of New York had declined to pay any drafts is- 
sued upon it by the Third National. Tue rea- 
son assigned for this action was that that bank 
had rediscounted or purchased $127,000 of com- 
mercial paper made in this city and indorsed b 
the Third National. This paper will not tall 
due for some wecks; but the Park Bank, know- 
ing little about the makers, determined to pro- 
tect itself, and accordingly clamped down on 
the balance to the credit of the Third Nationa). 
One large customer of the bank received notice 
that $25,000 of exchange sent by him to New 
York afew days ago had been refused. He 
felt very indignant over what he called 
a very mean piece of sharp practice. The re- 
discounted paper is represented to be gilt-edged 
in all particulars, and if the Park Bank is not 
satisfied with it, without clamping on to the 
currency balance of the Third, the least it can 
do is to return the notes. They can be easily 
sold here on good terms. 

A Tutu reporter mentioned this action of 
the Park Bank to Mr. Dexter, and inquired as 
to the legal effect. 

Mr. Dexter said that the Park Bank had no 
right nor power to shut down on the credit 

ance of the Third. The rediscounted paper 
was not yet due, and until it became so was not 
a debt collectabie by any legal process. The 
bill of exchange drawn against this balance was 
a practical assigninent of it, tauto pro tanto, 
and could not be questioned. hen this 
exchange was sold, the Tnird National was pur- 
suing its usual run of business, and had not 
suspended. 

This clamping down by the Park is likely to 
give County Treasurer Huck some trouble. In 
liquidation of the balance due him he accepted 
adraft on New York foralarge sum—about 
$120,000—and forwarded it there for collection. 
It will arrive , and no doubt Mr. Huck, 
who early in will have to turn over to 
Treasurer-elect McCrea, will be very anxious to

A Rather Interesting Divorce Case 
was on trial before Judge Farwell Wednesday. 
The plaintiff is Joshua L. Marsh, formerly 
Trustee of the Sherman House, against his wife 
Martha E. Sherman, daughter of Francis Sher- 
man, the founder of the hotel. Mr. Marsh 
charges desertion on the part of his wife, and 
she retorts by a similar allegation against him. 
He testified that he is 56 years of age, that he 
was married to his present wife Oct. 28, 1870, 
and they lived together until the latter part of 
June, 1875, when they separated. The imme- 
diate cause of the trouble was the following 
letter which Mr. Marsh found iying on his table 
in his room at the Sherman House, June 19, 
1875: 

Josnua, which do — give up entirely. Charles 
Updyke and Wilkes Howe or your wife? If you 
live with me from this time out, you must never 
recognize either of them again. They shall have 
the satisfaction of knowing you cared more for 
them, or they shall find that my claim on your 
yrotection is first. If you decide that my future 
— is dear to you, I will never mention 
either of their names to you; bot if you decide the 
contrary, let me know at once, for we must come 
to an understanding. 

One of these gentlemen—Mr. Updyke—was 
Mrs. Marsh’s cousin, the other a neighbor. 
Marsh replied, when she first made this request, 
that he would not court their society, but would 
treat them civilly. When he received the above 
letter he says he went to Milwaukee, intending 
to stay a day or two until she had time to think 
over the matter. While there he met Mr. Up- 
dyke by accident, and on his return she taxed 
him with it, and repeated ber request. He re- 
plied by moving his things out of her room at 
the hotel, and they never lived together after. 
Sne soon afterward went to Europe for a few 
months, and since she left him had never done 
anything toward her support. There were other 
unpleasant matters between them in reference 
to his mavagement of the Sherman estate, but 
the refusal to comply with her request was 
the whole ground of) their separation. He 
further testified, on cross-examination, that 
he did not think it consistent with his manhood 
to assent to her wishin this respect. He ad- 
mitted that his wife asked him to give up bis 
associates on account of their bad character, but 
said he did not care if she did. 

ON THE PART OF THE DEFENSE 
Mrs. Marsh testified that her reasons for askin 
him to give up the acquaintance of Updyke an 
Howe were that bis habits were bad, and that 
he very seldom went to his room except under 
the influence of liquor. He told her Howe had 
threatened to shoot her, He would sometimes 
be away for a day or two together with these 
men. and she hoped if he gave them up he 
would reform. When he went to Milwaukce 
she begged to go with lum repeatedly, but he 
refused to allow ber. When she went to Europe 
it was under her pliysician’s orders, her health 
ng very poor. 
* — * arweil seemed puzzled to know what 
to decide on this showing, aud suggested that 
Mrs. Marsh must show that she was justified in 
demanding — her 22 must give up his 
wo friends or leave her. 

' Under this suggestion considerable evidence 
was introduced tending to show that both Up- 
dyke and Howe were men ot bad habits, and in- 
duced Mr. Marsh to go and drink with them, 
and go to a certain house in their compavy.

CONSULAR REPORTS. 


Resources of Manitoba<®pportunities for 
Trade with Germany—Proposed Establish- 
ment of American Bazaars. 

Wasutneron, D. C., Nov. 20.— Tue United 

States Consul at Winnipeg reports to the De- 


partment of State that the trade of this 
country with Manitoba and North- 
eastern British America has dimin- 


ished during the past fiscal year, owing to 
the disappearance of the locust plague and the 
reduced importation of breadst uſls and provis- 
ions. The imports from the United States last 
year was $308,822, as against $940,187 in 1875 
and 1876. The principal trade of Manitoba is 
still, and bas been since 1876 and 1874, in favor 
of the United States, the importations 
last year from Great Britain being 8400, 
688, and from Canada $062,489. Direct 
trade with England is mainly sustaihed by 
the importations of the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany. Of the products of Manitoba, the un- 
dressed furs, being free of duty in the United 
States, are nearly all exported by way of Pem- 
bina, although their ultimate destination is, for 
the most part, Montreal or London. ‘The pro- 
hibitory duty on buffalo robes excludes them 


from the United States markets. The 
total imports from all countries last 
year were $1,876,753; the ex- 


ports $695,970, of which latter $554,233 were to 
the United States. The principal commercial 

movement bas been through the steamers of 
the Red River Transportation Company, an 
American line, between April 23 and Nov. 2, 

carrying 17,892 tons of inward freight and 418 
tons of outward. Fiat boat and express trattic 
add more than 5,000 tons to this amount. Ou 
the whole, the report is favorable, and the 
prosperity of the district is increasing. The 
poulation of Manitoba has doubled within six 
years—from 15,000 to 30,000, Railroad communi- 
cation will soon be opened, and the northwest 

country has been made accessible by steamers on 

Lake Winnipeg, and on the Saskatchewan River. 

Favorable Indian treaties have opened to colo- 

nization the whole country from e Superior to 
the Rocky Mountains and northward to latitude 

fifty-four degrees, and the recent visit of the 

Governor-Geueral (Lord Dufferin) has attracted 

general attention to.the district and its great 

natural resources. 

The United States Consul at Chemnitz, in Sax- 
ony, in reply to the recent trade circular of the 
State Department, sends an interesting and prac- 
tical report. The district, be says, is densely 
populated, containing some four hundred aud 
twenty persons to the square mile, with a primi- 
tive manufacturing peasantry. Almost every 
variety of goods is produced in Saxony, and 
four-fifths out of the total of 1,000,000 people 
earn their living by manual labor. Cheap labor 
and cheap production keep the country 
in a pProsperous State. Exports of 
— to the amount of about $4,000,000 
annually are sent to the United States. 
In such a country. supported almost entirely 
by its exports, the profitable introduction of 
foreign products is not easily or quickly to be 
accomplished. The people are slow to adopt 
new ideas, and are too poor or thoughtless to 
try experiments if anything of their own will 
answer the purpose. The country people still

Sy The only perceptible effect of the failure of the 
4 Third National Bank was gp increase and confuse 
1 the routine business of ti banks. There were a 


great many new accounts to be opened on all sides. 
and a great deal of work to be,done in sorting out 
* ¢hecks and drafts against the Third National. 
Most of the out-of-town correspondents of the 
Third made arrangements by telegraph with o(ber 
banks to attend to their business. There were no 
signe of any disturbance in any other direction, and 
the financial situation was as quiet. with the ex- 
ceptions noted, as if no failure had occurred. 

The demand for loans was only moderate. Pack- 
ers are making paper, and some offerings are made 
by those who have been disappointed in collections 
on account of the impassable condition of the coun- 
try roads.

The rules of the Board of Trade, and the usage 
under them, in segard to deliveries of grain, have 
not been altered since the change in rates of grain 
storage. Grain delivered on contracts during this 
month must-have five days to run on IK e storage, 
and grain delivered at any time during next month 
is subject only to charges which have accrued since 
the morning of Nov. 15. All storage charges due 
on it at that date must be deducted from the sell- 
ing price, and such extra charges are then assumed 
by the person to whom delivery ie made, the 
charges always following the grain. 

lt 1 reported that some of the men who are short 
on November corn intimate that they are not will- 
ing to settle at present prices. But there are six 
trading days yet before the end ef the month, and 
while a man lives he may alter his will.

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and rather irregular within not 
very wide limits.

Provisions, 
wheat, and corn were steadier, and firmer than the 
preceding afternoon, though they scarcely recov- 
ered the strength of Wednesday’s principal session. 
The decline which occurred late in that day, when 
it was rumored abroad that the Third 
National Bank had closed its doors, was certainly 
not justified by the facts im the case. There was 
no appreciable locking up of margin funds, and no 
disturbance of the business of lending money on 
produce, while there is so little of it here just now 
to be carried that the other banks could easily 
have taken care of the business in any event. It 
is noteworthy, however. that the chief change in 
quotations was on deliveries expected to be made 
very soon-—the longer futures were scarcely dis- 
turbea. The weather was somewhat clearer yes- 
terday, and the advices from New York and Liv- 
erpool not very encouraging to holders, while 
there were few shipping orders here that could be 
filled at current quotations. The reported receipts 
of produce were moderate, and shipments light. 

Only a moderate degree of activity was witnessed 
in any department of the dry-goods market, while 
the general movement was slack. A fair number 
of mail orders were received, but there were very 
few buyers present in person. The grocery mar- 
ket was quiet, with prices showing no appreciable 
ehange. Coffees and sugars both were steadier than 
at the beginning of the week. Sirups, molasses, 
rice, and spices were fairly firm. Teas remain 
without much action, bat holders are pretty firm 
in their views. In the dried-fruit market ne 
marked changes were apparent, Trade was quiet, 
with prices of most descriptions ruling steady.

The wholesale lumber market was quiet and easy. 
The dleet is nearly sold out. aud the receipts will 
likely be licht for a few days. The trade of the 
yards has fallen off, but dealers keep a full force 
of men employed in filling orders that were taken 
some time ago. Yard prices are strong. ‘The 
hardware and metal dealers report a moderate de- 
mand for goods at unchanged prices. Seeds were 
quiet. Clover was easier, and other seeds were 
eteady, though there was little call. The demand 
for broom-corn continues fair, and the market is 
quoted firm. Hay was in moderate demand and 
somewhat lower. The hide market was active and 
firm. The stocks are small, and the receipts are 
not large, while there is a good demand from con- 
sumers. Potatoes were rather slow and easy, under 
fair offerings. Poultry and game were in moder- 
ate demand. Green fraits were soldin a small way 
at variable prices. 

Lake freights were quiet and unchanged, the 
offerings of room being somewhat in excess of the 
demand. Sail vessels were not wanted. Kates 
were quoted on the basis of 4'4c for wheat to Baf- 
falo.

If the rinderpest te spreading in Kuroné, as the 
Treasury order just issued 22 the precautions to 
be adupted on the Ist proximo in the shipping of cattle 
from infected ports are necessary and proper Neither 
caitie por hides will be allowed to land at our porta, 
unless accompanied by consular certificates of non 
infection tssued at the ports of shipment. This order 
will have but a slight effect on trade. We receive only 
a few fancy cattle from Europe, and the tmportation 
of hides from thence is small. But if the loss to trade 
were much larger than it will be, it should be borne 
cheerfully; for the order, if strictly executed. will 
save this country an affliction which has been very se- 
rious to Europe. It is the present good fortune of 
the United states to be free from any dangerous form 
of epizooty.

But no other vessel is reported as missing or as 
having met with an accident in that vicinity and 
Jost her topmasts. Twenty days have clapsed 
since the Brace left thie port, and fifteen days 
since she was last seen, and, if any of her officers 
or crew reached either shore, plenty of time has 
for them to have reached some place where 
y could have communicated the news of the 
disaster and theirescape. There ie no use disguising 
the apparent fact. as Tux TRIBUNE has stated — 
that the Kate L. Bruce bas been lost with all hands. 
The names of the unfortunate men are as follows: 
Captain, Hans Hansen; leaves a wife and two 
children. Firet-Mate, 8. P. Christiansen, wife 
and two children, Second-Mate. E. West, wife 
and three children; residence St. Joseph, Mich. 
Seamen, Knud Olson. A. Anderson, P. L. Jansen, 
Curl Albart, and L. Johnson. A man named Peter 
Smith, of this city, took the place of one of the 
seamen named just as the vessel was leaving port, 
but which is not known. 

No bodies have been found on the beach in the 
vicinity of Thunder Bay Island, but it may be that 
they are fast in the sunken sc \ 

are those who indulge the hope that the 
officers and crew. or some of them. have reached 
the shore, and have become lost in the pine woods 
in wandering about for some habitation and assist 
ence. but experienced and well- posted men believe 
the contrary, and point to the long lapee of time 
and the improdadility af such an occurrence. 

The fate of the Bruce its similar to that of the 
chr Gilbert Mollison that left here in 1872 and 
was never heard from, and the Windiate, and At- 
élanta, that went down in 1874 and 1875, respect- 
iveiy, and not a vestige of them nor of those on 
board was found. In this connection it ie well to 
state that Mr. John R. Lindgren, son of the owner 
ef the Brace, bas done all in his power to learn the 
fate of the lost veesel and comfort the relatives of 
the officers and crew. : 

The manner in which the Magellan met her fate 
has not been solved as yet. All the bodies but 
one of her officers and crew have drifted ashore. 
and been recovered. The bodies of Capt. Belyea, 
and his brother Jesse, who was Firet Mate of the 
Magellan, were fonnd yesterday. that of the 
former at Two Rivers. and the latter at Manito- 
woc. A seaman is still missing, and it is proba- 
bie his remains will also be found.

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 


Brief Correspondence with Mr. Gladstone— 
The English Ex-Premier Non-Commit- 


tal. 

Boston Trarelier. 

The following correspondence on an imporant 
phase of the question of Canadian reciprocity 
will be of interest at the present time: 

Bosrox, Oct. 12, 1877.—To the Right Hon. 
William Ewart Gladstone, Hawarden, Enq.— 
Sim: The question of reciprocal free trade between 
the United States and Canada excites some interest 
here. In connection with the discussion the ques- 
tion has been raised as to whether, in the event of 
negotiations being. entered into with the object of 
a reciprocity treaty, England would insist that 
Canada should admit English manufactures on 
the same termsas she might agree to extend to 
American goods of the same class. In other 
words, would the Canadians be permitted, under 
treaty, to give advantages to Americans which 
were withheld from their British fellow subjects? 
The question, though apparently a side tseue 
of not much importance frem an American stand- 
point, bas really a great dal todo with deciding 
the practicainiity of a comprehensive treaty, 
Pardon, therefore, the 3 I take in asking what 
ja the traditional policy of England in relation to 
the matter, and whether the present Government 
have made any decisive statement as to their course 
in such event! for, if I mistake not. the question 
did come up for consideration a few years ago, 
when a treaty was under discussion.

Messrs. Juessen and Bangs Close the 


Talking in the First-Batch 
Cases. 


Judge Blodgett’s Remarks to the 
Jury---The Twelve Still 
Out. 


The arguments of counsel in the civil case 
against Roelle, Junker & Co., were resumed 
yesterday morning, Col. Juessen leading off for 
the claimants. The Colonel’s speech was as 
long and fully as vigorous as that with which 
he opened the case the other day. He insisted, 
of course, that the Government had promised 
the claimants absolute civil and criminal immu- 
nity, and referred at length to the testimony of 
Ben Ayer to show that a hope was held out to 
the whisky men all through,—that in the end 
they would come out all right. The Colonel 
also touched on Wirt Dexter, whom he painted 
as zu unfortunate god sent down from the 
Olympian heights to dwell awhile with 
poor mortals, to the great 8 
of his nature ana genius. The Col- 
onel had a great deal to say about 
breaking faith with the squealers, and exposed 
to pitiless scorn the unfortunate statement by 
the other side that the Government had a right 
to rescind its agreement with these whisky- 
men. They used to do such things in the days of 
Louis XIV., wuen it was said that virtue and faith 
might be attributes of the people but were 
wholly unknown to statesmen and politicians. 
But who would expect to find such a state of 
moral degradation in the nineteenth century, 
in this 4 Republic? Who could but be 
shocked at hearing such a position advocated in 
one of the highest courts in the land? The 
Colonel also paid his respects to Col. Matthews, 
accusing him of having broken faith with the 
whisky-men after he had gotten them to come 
in,“ and alter he had used them. In his ardor 
while on this subject, the Colonel 
even wont 50 far, as to say 
that Matthews had roped the defendants 
in, and, like a common confidence man, had 
bunkoed the men whom be had hopdwinked. 
The Colonel closed by calling upon the jury to 
deal fairly with his clients. 

JUDGE BANGS 
closed for the Governmeut. He started off with 
the old story of the toothless camel which was 
lost and afterwards tracked by the way it nib- 
bled grass along the way. The Judge also re- 
ferred to the power of Agassiz to take the bone 
of afish and from it draw ea correct picture of 
the whole organism. Why he commenced in 
this way, the jury were evidently at a loss to 
understand, and the Judge did not mix them up 
by endeavoring to Then Mr. 
— alluded to Col. Juessen as “the 
brilliant orator Brutus.“ Leonard Swett 
was descri as “an oily, wily, subtle diplo- 
mat. Wirt Dexter was a man of credibility 
and standing. He deuied that Dexter had lied 
about the fact that hope was held out to the 
witsky-men, and accused the other side of 
torturing the words the Government will deal 
lenientiy” into meaning a great deal more 
than they really did mean. The Judge then 
went over considerable of the testimony in de- 
tail to show that the only real agreement ever 
entered into was that made with the Govern- 
ment counsel at Dexter’s office, and that the 
terms of that agreement provided simply for 
criminal, and not for civil, immunity. 
JUDGE BLODUETT, 

in charging the jury, said the cause was so dif- 
ferent in form and character, and the proceed- 
ings so unusual, that he would give a brief his- 
tory of the circumstances leading to the seiz- 
urés, indictmeuts, the criminal and civil suits, 
etc., all of which he proceeded to do. The 
claimants were bound to prove that the bargain 
set upin their plea (civil and criminal immunity) 
was in fact made, on the priociple that the party 
asserting a bargain must prove it. Such an 
agreement as that set up in the plea could only 
be made on the part of the Government by the 
Government counse), and the only testimony for 
the jury to consider was that which showed 
what kind of a contract was made 
with Roelle, Junker & Co. Their attorneys 
had promised to connect certain matters and 
bring them home to the Government counsel, 
and for that reason the Court had allowed much 
of the testimony regarding the preliminary ne- 
gotiations with certain Government officers to 
goin. The essential inquiry was what were the 
terms of the agreement finally made between 
the claimants and the Government, and all the 
evidence tending to throw light on that question 
was a proper subject for consideration, and al! 

ropositions made by Col. Matthews, Solicitor 
Wilson, and Collector Webster were to be con- 
sidered only so far as they were brought 
home to the Government counsel and 
made a part of the agreement. The at- 
tempt to reduce the contract to writing, 
inthe document to which were attached the 
Swett and Smith affidavits, had been made more 
than a year nearer to the time of the actual oc 
eurrences than this trial, and the recollection of 
witnesses was much more tresh then than now. 
The object of the jury’s incuiry was to determine 
whether the agreement substantially as set up 
in the plea was made between the parties, and 
it was for the,jury to say whether the testimony 
satisfied them that these affidavits of Smith. 
Swett, and Junker did or did not furnish the

most reliable statement of the ‘termes 
of the agreecinect.

was fully conceded, but the Government de- 
nied any promise of civil immunity. Whatever 
the agreement was, it should be carricd out. 
but the question was not as to the carrving out 
of the agreement, but the determination of just 
what the agreement was. If the jury found 
that the agreement was that the question as te 
forfeitures and assessments was to be referred 
tothe authorities at Washington, then the plea 
of a promise of full and complete ciyil im- 
munity was not to be made ns although the 
jury might be satisfied from the evidence that 
the Government encouraged the parties to hope 
that they would yet be released 
from forfeitures and assessments through 
the Devartment. The parties must be bound 
py the action of the officers of that Department 
in the exercise of their discretion. The expres 
sion of an opinion or hope by Government 
counsel that the Department would probabiy 
remove the penalties should not be construed 
as a promise that they would do so, for the very 
act of referring the matter to another officer 
im plied that such officer had some discretion to 
act. If the jury were satisfied that Govern- 
ment counsel made an agreement such 
as set up in the plea, the verdict 
would be for the ciaimants. Otherwise, 
if they were satisfied that the question of pen- 
alties, assessments, and forfeitures was to be 
réferred to the Department, the issue should 
be for the Government. It was not a question 
whether the bargain was liberal, wise, or 
fdolish, but what was the bargain? The 
testimony was not wholly clear and con- 
sistent, but, to a certain extent, contradic- 
tory. Finally, it was for the jury to say 
from the proof whether the bargain 
set up in the piea bad been made out to their 
satisfaction. If it nad, the verdict should be 
for the complainants. If not, the verdict should 
be for the Government. The form of the ver- 
dict would be: We, the jury, find the issue to 
be for the complainants, or for the plaintiffs.’ 
The jury then retired to deliberate. As there 
was a very good prospect that they would sit on 
the question for some time, permission was 
given to return a sealed verdict.

THE PREMIER PEER OF ENGLAND'S 
MARRIAGE, 


New York Times. 

There are a few families in Europe whose 
fame is world-wide, ana no educated American 
is a stranger to that of Howard; so that the an- 
nouncement of the marriage of the first Peer of 
the realm of England to the daughter of ahouse 
scarceiy less historic, has something more than 
a local interest for those familiar with the bis- 
tory and literature of England. This is specially 
true of those who belong to that ancient faith 
to which the house of Howard has, for the most 
part, so tenaciously clung; for the young Duke 
of Norfolk is the head and front of the ancient 


Catholic families of England. His bride, 
Lady Flora Hastings, is the  great- 
great granddaughter of the cele- 
brated’ Marquis Of that ilk, who, as 


Francis Rawdon, fought at Bunker Hill, and 
was afterward (overpor-General of India, and 
who in common with his parents, Lord ana Lady 
Moira, showed a patriotism and devotion to the 
true interests of Ireland, which, had others of 
their order equally displayed, would have given 
no cause for acry of Home-Rule today. In 
fact, both the Duke of Norfolk and his Duchess 
can point to ancestors who gave proof of a will- 
ingness to suffer inthe cause of the people. 
Lord Moira’s house in Downshire was considered 
in so much danger from the Government party, 
in consequence of bis sympathy with the op- 
pressions under which the people labored, that 
he had to remove his library and to endure all 
sorts of slichts and shubs; and about the same 
time a Duke of Norfolk's hberal views brought 
upon him yet severer treatinent. 

Six years from this time the Howards will 
have enjoyed the Dukedom of Norfolk 400 
years, but the family shows no signs of decay. 
In the heart of the venerabie City of Norwich, 
the birthplace of sa many celebrities, may be 
seen the remains of a palace which, Macaulay 
tells us, was once the largest town-house out- 
side of London. There the Dukes of Norfolk 
kept a state resembliug that of petty sov- 
ereus. Wine was surved in goblets of pure 
gold, and a magnificent hospitality was main- 
tained. When the Dike came to Norwich, the 
cathedral-bells rang, the castle-guns were fired, 
and the Mayor and Corporation received bim in 
their robes. This house was dismantled in 
the seventeenth century by the then Duke, 
for a reason which curiously points to the 
decline of feudalism, viz.: ** For the ill-behavior 
of Thomas Havers then Mayor) toward him in 
not permitting his [the Dake’s| comedians to 
enter the city with their trumpets,’’ etc. The 
Duke. however, to this day holds his Norfolk 
property, although that is merely a trifle com- 
pared with his Sussex, still less with his York- 
snire estate. In the modern Doomsday- Book 
his rent-roll ficures as the largest in the land,— 
£25,000 a year; but he is not in receipt of so 
colossal an income, much of the property being 
in building leases at sShetlield, of which he is 
chief owner. Yet he has a princely revenue, 
fully adequate for thea maintenance of Arundel 
Castle and Norfolk House, his fine oid London 
mansion, the same in which King George III. 
first saw light. 

Of late years a remarkable change has taken 
place in England as régards the Roman-Catholic 
aristocracy. Formerly they lived almost en- 
tirely among themselves, both in town and 
country, but now they mix almost as much in 
Protestant as in Catholic society. The change 
has probably arisen in part from Catholic eman- 
cipation, but is, we are inclined to think, con- 
siderably due tothe large tolerance and genial 
disposition of the late Cardinal Wiseman. His 
Eminence encouraged young Catholics to enter 
Oxford and Cambridge, and was entirely in fa- 
vor of their fusion with the rest of their coun- 
trymen. Still, although the Roman-Catholic 
gentry continue to be very large holders of 
land, more especially’ in Lancashire and York- 
shire, they are séarcely, at all, rep- 
resented in the House of Commons, and 
take very little part in public life, in fact, with 
the exception of Sir George Bowyer, we believe 
there is not at this moment a single English 
Catholic in the House of Commons, and he sits 
for an Irish constituency. The English Catho- 
lic? are almost entirely free from that aggressive 
tendency which characterizes manv of their 
Irish brethren; they are, for the most part, 
quiet, easy-coing gentlemen, cultivated in 
mind and agreeable in manners, but hiding 
their talents, if they have them, under a bushel. 
Here and there a bright intellect crops ont, as 
in the case of Lord Acton, the * of the 
Home and Foreign Réview, which had a bright 
and brief career, and then went down suddenly 
at high noon, in consequence of ascow! from 
Rome. Probably the Vatican does not encour- 
ave aspiring spirits in the ranks of its British 
lay subjects, and they, in turn, are content to 
let well alone.

The President formally announced the ap- 
pointment of Inspector k.

Reed had acted, and also on the Committee on 
Evening Schools. Inspector Vocke was ap- 
pointed a member of the Judiciary Committee, 
vice inspector Reed, with Inspector Vocke’s 
consent, aud Inspector Arnold was made Chair- 
man of that Committee. 

The appointments were approved.

In either case the result would be the destruction 
of the Republican party and the failure of Hayes’ 
administration. No good is possible from any di- 
vision between the President and his party, wheth- 
er it comps by the fault of one side or the other.

What the Father of Fight Dashing Daughters 
Struck—The Happy Escape of the Boys 
from Utter Bankruptcy—The Origin of the 
Dollar Stores—HKon Bons and Boxes for 
Women, 

Nee York Sun. 

After looking at the merchant’s very handsome 
display of confectionery, there was one point 
remaining unexplained. Why were the candies 
put up in such ornamental and showy boxes? 
Surely the delicious caramels and lucent gum 
drops, tinct with cinnamon, gained no extra 
flavor from the box, and the tasty purchaser 
might be content to eat them out of a clean 
white paper bag. 

Aye,“ said the opulent candy man, with. a 
sirupy snfile of shrewdness; but you must 
understand that .these French confections are 
put up for presents. If you were going to 
make a present of a pound of those chocolate 
glaces to a lady, would you not prefer to send 
her the delicacy in a satin-liped box, with an 
embossed Cupid on the cover, and Hymen’s 
torch beautifully burning on the right-hand 
corner!“ 

„But,“ remarked the astonished reporter, I 
don’t send candies to ladies. 1 had no idea that 
anybody did to any great extent.”’ 

„Oh, enormous business, perfectly enormous!“ 
continued the merchant, his eyes sparkling with 
what Poe calls a crystalline delight.” The 
American women ¢at more candy than those of 
anv nation on earth. They live on it.“ 

Hut they prefer to eat it out of highly-orna- 
mented boxes?“ 

“Oh, that’s a cultivated taste. Yon see, 
taste in candy, like in everything eise, changes 
every little while. Ten years ago, taffy nad 
quite a run. We used to cut it up into lozenges 
and sell it under all kinds of names, such as 
Efferton wintergreen and butter Scotch. Then, 
when the gun drops came up, we couldn’t make 
em fast enough, We got to putting in brandy 
and cordials, and that killed it. Why, sir, at 
one time the women wouldn’t eat anything but 
stuffed dates. Then they ran along for about 
two years on fig paste. After that there was a 
great rage for musk drops, but there wasn’t 
much substance to 'em, and the flaxseed fashion 
drove em out. The caramel appetite began 
about five years ago. That and the notion for

“Why, yes; it’s a child’s game of forfeits, 
played with double almonds, the loser to pay a 
giit called philopeena.”’ 4 

»Child's game! Pshaw! Children don’t know 
auvthing about it. It's a regular business. 

Regular busmess! Youastonish me. Please 
explain.’’ 

Well, you see some years ago the voung 
women—it’s a young wowan's game, and there's 
always the same loser the young women got to 
playing it pretty systematically ——”’ 

“Systematically! What do you mean bv 
that!” 8 

“Why, as a regular put- up job on the young 
men. There was an old gent over in L Ning 
ton avenue—I forget his name — who led off in 
the business. He was a retired officer or some- 
thing, very genteel, but not very flush. He 
had eight daughters, stunning girls, aud of 
course the house was overrun with gay young 
fellows. So the old man, who wanted to utilize 
the girls some way, struck the philopena busi- 
ness. He got a barrel of almonds, and put ’em 
allup tothe job. Well, it worked very nicely 
for a awhile. Plated ware, fancy soap, albums, 
fruit, gloves, shve-buttoners, gold studs, opera 
Classes, and handkerchiefs began to flow in. It 
was anew way of getting supplics, and made 
things look quite cheerful. 5 
keep a good thing to themselves. I s' pose the 
girlg must have let the cat out of the bag to 
some of their women acquaintances, for the 
game began to spread. Why, it got so that in some

could be used for a philopena 
price, whether it was a sewing machine or a 
smelling bottle. Although the scheme proved 
a successful one with the public, it utterly 
failed after awhile in accomplishing the particu- 
purpose of originators. As most of the 
families in which there were a majority of 
daughters to have auctions twice a year, 
and the buyers began to get the run of the 
goods and to turntheir noses up, why, the trade 
tell off. Besides, the women got to playing the 
game conditionally. When they ate their al- 
monds, they usually remarked ‘no junk,’ 
which was understood to mean ‘no dollar 
store. 

Excuse me one moment,“ said the reporter, 
„but if 1 understand the game of phiiopena, 
it is played with a double ond, and as there 
are only one or twodouble almonds in every 
pound, I don’t see how the women supplied 
themselves with material. They must have 
been compelled to eat an enormous quantity of 
nuts. 

„Ah!“ remarked the merchant, trade al- 
ways adapts itself to the wants of the communi- 
ty. It was not long before the dealers began to 
sell double almonds at double prices. There 
have been for many years two or three places in 
town where the father of a large family of girls 
can buy his almouds with every guarantee tuat 
he is getting 500 percenton his investment. 
But I was trying to explain to you the paper- 
box business. You see when the dollar store 
failed to meet the question, there wasa great 
demand for some kind of cheap and tasty article 
that could be used as a philopwna present. 
The first to meet the thing squarely were the 
paper-makers and stationers. They got hold of 
the idea ot putting up cheap stationery in hand- 
some paper boxes. It created a revolution. 
The retail sales went up at a jump 2 per cent, 
Even the women that couldu't write bought 
paper and cnvelopes because tiey were in such 
sweet boxes, and the stationary business was 
picked up bythe dry goods men and fancy 
goods dealers. We felt it in our busincss at 
once. There had been a steady demand for 
crystallized Cupids and cream Venuses, but it 
suddenly stopped. That was what let me into 
the philopena business. I made some inqui- 
ries, and found that all the yvoung men were 
buying boxes of paper. I calculated that the 
genteel families would be overstocked with 
tinted envelopes and munogram note in about 
six months, and that then there wouid be a 
reaction. Besides, 1 argue to myself, if the 
papermakers can provide a philopua for 50 
cents, why can’t I get up one for 25! If the 
women would accept paper, which wus a luxury, 
why should they not accept caudy, which isa 
necessity,—especially when I aad the luxury of 
a box toit! That, sir, is the way it came about. 
1 got up my boxes at first with ‘ Philopena’,in 
gold on the cover. 1 filled them with Freuch 
bon bons worth $1 a pound. The boxes would 
hold about a quarter of a pound, and I got 50 
and 75 cents forthem. The rage for ’em was 
very great, and so | enlarged the business and 
improved the boxes.“ ' 

How did the thing work with the philopena 

le!“ 

„Ob. I think it was a relief from the station- 
ery. You sce, pink envelopes were getting to 
be a nuisance. Confectionery boxes have now 
come to bea branch of the business. A lady 
who eats a philopcena with a gentleman knuws 
what to expect, and she generally gives him in- 
structions whether it shall be chocolate or cream. 
But, of course, it will hurt the philopena busi- 
ness in the end.”’ . 

Has the use of boxes affected the regular 
sales of candy!“ 

Immeuscly. Women will eat twice as much 
candy out of an ornamented paper box as they 
wilifrom a paper bag. Not only that, but the 
device of the box affects the consumption, 
though you wouldn’t believe it. When we first 
started I had em made with a little motto on 
the inside, ‘Swects to the Sweet,’ and that took 
so immensely with the young men, who saw a 
chance oi saving money by the useof sentiment, 
that I thought I'd vary the thing a little, 50 1 
got up some boxes, filled em with lemon drops, 
and had em marked on the inside in bronze, 
‘Sours to the Sour.’ Yousee, I was only try- 
ing to adapt my business to the wants ol the 
community, for I thought that mothers-in-law 
would dabble a little in the philopena business. 
But, sir, upon my word, the men never touched 
those boxes. The only customers I ever had 
for em were women themselves. Then we re- 
sorted to the pictures. 

Pictures!“ 

Les, we put — 4 of celebrities on 
the inside of the covers. They are very nicely 
dene. Nowthe consumption of bon-bons de- 
pends a good dea! on the picture.“ 

That is incredible.“ 

„O, but it's true. A woman will eat her 
half-pound of candy out of abox which has 
Montague on the cover in hall the time that she 
Will take to eat it out of a box that has Gen. 
Grant on the cover. I don’t pretend to explain 
it, but_it’s a fact. lu our business we know 

retty well who will cat well, as we say. Miss 
Neilson ranks first-class among the burnt al- 
monds, and Clara Louise Kellogg holds the first 
rank in the caramels. Among the softer grade 
of goods, the marsh-mallow drops and such 
like, Rignold is the prime favorite.”’ 

Ho long do you think this paper-box ma- 
nia will last?“ ‘ 

„lt will run itself out after awhile, like every- 
thing else. You see, we've had such success 
that all the other trades are taking it up, and 
now even the butchers are putting up their 
meats in this style, 1 shouldn’t be surprised if 
they sold liverin Washington Market in boxes, 

with chromos thrown in, before long.” 

Well. it’s a mere trick of the trade.” 

„Don't make any mistake about that. All 
tricks of the trade are built on sume weakness 
ot human nature, and this paper-box business 
proves that a Woman doesn't leave her artistic 
instincts at home, even when she goes to mar- 
ket. Why, sir, I would no more trust my wife 
to go to the butcher’s for me than l would trust 
that sugar Father of his Country over there 
out in the rain. If I was to send her for a nice 
piece of corned beef, ten to one atin box with 
a bunch of roses in it would catch her eye in 
the grocery, and she’d come back with the thing 
in u hermetical case.“
